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Federal Study Calls Policies Weak, Timid 

Bilingualism Failing

MONTREAL (CP) — Le 
Devoir seyi a study done by 
the federal treasury board 
shows the Trudeau govern¬ 
ment's blilngualism policies 
are inefficient and insuf¬ 
ficient. 

In a frcmt-page copyriglit 
story, the -daily newspaper 
^ says the study recoihmends 

■,S the policies be urgently re¬ 


formed, integrated and beefed 
up if the goveniment really 
wants to set up an adequately 
bilingual public service. 

Le Devoir says the recom¬ 
mendations are based on 17 
independent studies carried 
out at the request a bilin¬ 
gualism study group set up on 
orders from the cabinet by 
the treasury board. 

The govnnment spent $54 
million between 1966 and 1^1 


to teach second languages, 
the newspaper says, but 
22,807 civil servants taking 
French or English courses, 
only 8.1 per cent or 1,851 com¬ 
pleted the three or four levels 
necessary to be classed as bi¬ 
lingual. 

The newspaper says it has 
sent a copy of the report and 
accompanying studies to 
Keith Spicer, official lan¬ 


guages commissioner, asking 
him to make a complaint 
under the Official Languages 
Act 

The newspaper says the re¬ 
port calls the government’s 
bilingualism policy “too weak 
and timid at the moment.’* 

ft quotes the report as say¬ 
ing the 1975 target date for 
the Trudeau government’s bi¬ 
lingualism policy cannot be 


attained if the present tenden¬ 
cies continue. 

Le Devoir says the report 
praises the secretary of 
staters department for its ccm- 
tributicm “in promoting indi¬ 
vidual bilingualism” but the 
department’s accomplish¬ 
ments in hiring are limited to 
isolated cases.

Planes Grounded, Ferries Delayed 

Island Shroud 


Thick fog is expected to 
continue shrouding most of 
Vancouver Island this morn¬ 
ing, threatening more flight 
cancCllailons, delayed ferries 
and hazardous driving condi¬ 
tions. 

Weather officials at Victoria 
Internati<mal Airport said 
Wednesday night that the fog, 
thickened by haze from sea¬ 
sonal slash burning, will prob¬ 
ably continue until at least 
Friday. 

The Victoria area, including 
the Malahat, were the hardest 
hit portions of the Island. 
RCMP said visibility was 
down to two car len^hs on 
the Malahat Wednesday night 
and extreme caution by mo¬ 
torists was advised. 


Pacific We.stem Airlines’ 
four scheduled outgoing 
flights at Victoria Interna¬ 
tional Airport were all can¬ 
celled due to fog. 

And, only two out of nine 
Air Canada outgoing flights at 
the airport were able to de¬ 
part. They left on schedule at 
10:15 a.m. and 1:05 p.m. 

Airline spokesmen predicted 
Wednesday night that more 
flights would be cancelled this 
morning if the fog persists. 

r>.C. Feirie.s spoke.smen at 
Swartz Bay reported a surge 
in !)usiriess diinng the day, 
es|>ecially from fool passen¬ 
gers. They allributed the pas¬ 
senger increase to airline 
flight cancellations. 

Spokesmen said the Tsaw- 
wassen-based Queen of Vic¬ 
toria ran about 1V4 hours be¬ 
hind schedule all day hat said 
the delay was not caused by 


the weather. However, the 
spokesmen said they did not 
know what caused the delay. 

The other Tsawwassen- 
Swartz Bay ferries operated 
on schedule but the smaller 
Mayne Queen, which serves 
the Gulf Isla^s, ran about 20 
minutes late. 

The last two sailings of the 
Brentwood Bay ferry, which 
has 11 scheduled sailings 
Wednesdays, were cancelled. 
Some morning sailings had 
also l>een cancelled. The ferry 
has no radar. 

Spokesmen at Departure 
Bay in Nanaimo reported 
Horseshoe Bay-Departure Bay 
ferries operated slightly l>e- 
hind schedule because of the 
fog. 

Pacific Rescue Centre of¬ 
ficials in Victoria said an uni¬ 
dentified boatman reported

In his maiden speech as an 
MLA for Victoria in the 
throne speech debate, Ander¬ 
son was highly critical of Pre¬ 
mier Barrett for “ill-con¬ 
ceived and ill-thought” state¬ 
ments about nationalizatkm of 
several corporations. 

Anderson accused Barrett 
of doing nothing for the con¬ 
fidence of the people of B.C.. 
nothing for improving the 
critical job situation in the 
proift^ce and nothing for those 
who had bought common 
shares. 

And he emphasized that 
Barrett’s “careless” remarks 
about taking over B.C. Tel 
and two natural gas compa¬ 
nies had a serious effect on 
the confidence of the money 
markets in the province. 

There -was also uncertainty 
among top personnel in some 
of the corporations and this 
could result in some of the 
better business minds going 
elsewhere. 

Anderson claimed the na¬ 
tionalization scare had made 
it difficult for the corporations 
to raise money at competitive 
rates because of the Increased 
risk factor. 

The only thing about B.C. In 
the Wall Street Journal since 
the NDP government had 
taken over had been an arti¬ 
cle about the impending take¬ 
overs and this was unfortu¬ 
nate, the Liberal leader said. 

Andenson accused Barrett 
flatly of being “ignorant” 
about financial matters and 
said he regretted the premier 
had made the remarks and 
then not alkwed them to be 
debated irt^e Legislature In 
a reasonable time. 

He added that Barrett had 
failed to give the “general 
thrust” of NDP thinking about

Hospitals Getting 

$1,800,000 Help 


VANCOUVER (CP)—Health 
Minister Dennis C^cke said 
W’ednesday the B.C. govern¬ 
ment will pay $1,800,000 to 
B.C. hospitals to offset costs 
incurred through wage in¬ 
creases to n(Ri-medical staff. 

He made the announcement 
at the annual conference of 
the B.C. Hospitals Associa¬ 
tion, referring to the la.st con¬ 
tract agreement in 1970 be¬ 
tween the association and the 
Hospital Employees Union. 
The previous Social Credit 
government said it would pay 
only 70 per cent of the in¬ 
creased costs, leaving the hos¬ 
pitals to carry the remaining 
30 per cent. 

“The hospital insurance ser¬ 
vice has been authorized to 
increase hospital budgets for 
the current year to cover one- 
half of the 30-per-cent wage 
increases that NrilJ be retroac¬ 
tive to Jan. 1, 1972, and will in 
total provide the hospitals 
with approximately $1,800,999 
in addition to additional funds 
during our current fiscal 
year.” 

The minister said ho wxxild 
press for full payment of the 
30-per-cent difference, al¬ 
though he could give no guar¬ 
antees at present. 

As for the future policies 
and other wage increases, he 
said, “they will receive our

serious consideration within 
the next few months.” 

BUI Rolfe, a spokesman for 
the Hospital Employees 
Union, said later that Cocke’s 
announcement “is a step in 
Itie right direction, and we 
respect him for attempting to 
rectify a mistake from a pre¬ 
vious government.”

Officials 
Hold Up 
‘Visitors’ 


TORONTO (CP) - Im¬ 
migration officials took 121 
visitors from Ecuador and 
Haiti off a Montreal-bound 
flight at Toronto International 
Airport Tuesday night. 

The visitors had their pass- 
pnrt.s seL'ed in what officers 
de.scrilTed as a "work-to-rule” 
protest against working condi¬ 
tions in handling a flood of 
“immigrants” coming in the 
back door. 

Immigration' officers said 
they didn’t have enough 
Spanish and French-speaking 
interpreters on duty to handle 
the non-English speaking visi¬ 
tors who spent the night 
sleeping on benches or the 
lounge floor at the airport. 

They were expect^ to be 
processed through to Mon¬ 
treal today. 

An airport official estimat¬ 
ed that 1,000 “visitors” a day 
pass through Toronto airport, 
most of them with the re^ ob¬ 
jective of applying for landed 
immigrant status. 

‘The dam has burst and 
they’re pouring through here 
by the thoueeqdsr.’he said. 


In a fiery reply to a Social 
Credit bid to amend the 
throne speech because It 
failed to promote the job- 
creating capacity of the econ¬ 
omy or encourage secondary 
Industry, the premier said 
there w nild be no handouts or 
incentives for industry to 
come to B.C. because the 
riches -were here. 

“You can tell them on Howe 
Street, on Bay Street and on 
Wall Street that we are not 
going to give away anything 
and that’s how it's going to 
be, but there will be jobs in 
British Columbia,” Barrett 
told the Legislature. 

He called the Opposition at¬ 
tack on the NDP for the lack 
of job-creating policies “un¬ 
mitigated gall” and added the 
Socreds had the nerve to say 
jobs could be created after 
they had “flip-nopp>ed” 
through elections without 
doing an>*thing. 

The is.sue never came to a 
vote, howe\'er, because 
Socred MLA for North Okana¬ 
gan Pat Jordan moved the ad¬ 
journment noting that MLAs 
were due at Government 
House for a formal dinner 
that evening. 

The r>in-confidonce debate 
will resume at 2 p.m. today. 

Barrett assured the people 
of B.C. that there would be 
lobs, there would be a copper 
smelter in the Interior with no 
IKillution, but “on our terms.” 

He also stated that B.C. Tel 
would be taken over by the 
NDP government as promised 
in the election carripaign.

our cheap power.” 

He agreed the Columbia 
River Treaty was a disaster, 
as it had been termed earlier 
by Liberal Pat McGeer, but 
the only one who could do 
anytJilng about it was the fed¬ 
eral Liberal government. 

"If the federal Liberals say 
they want to open up -the 
treaty and rttiegotiate. we 
will stand with diem all the 
way,” Barrett added. 

And if his recent statements 
about naticxializing B.C. Tel 
and two natural gas compa¬ 
nies had been depressing the 
stock market, Barrett 
claimed the people hadn't 
been paying attention to the 
previous government which 
brought in ‘'midnight legisla¬ 
tion” to take over B.C. Elec¬ 
tric In 1960.

HONG KONG (AP) — 
Workmen Wednesday finished 
pumping about 3,000 tons of 
oil from the tanks of the 
former luxury liner Queen 
Elizabeth, clearing the way 
for salvage negotfaticsis on 
the fire-gutted ship.

Recipe for Distress

Dear Dr. Thoateson: What 
can taking 12 aspirins a day 
and drinking baking soda 
water over a period of years 
do to a person? 

My friend. 52, is on a low 
cholesterol diet and has head¬ 
aches often, all his life. 
They’re of the migraine type. 
He takes four aspirons in the 
a.m., four at noon and four at 
night, even when his head is 
not hurting. 

Then his stomach cramps 
and he runs and takes the 
soda water, off and on. day 
and night. He stays on his low 
cholesterol diet pretty well, 
though. •— RX.V. 

Well, It's dandy that he 
sticks to his diet, but that has 
nothing to do with the rest of 
it. 

In the first place, an aspirin 
schedule like that isn't going 
to do much for his migraines, 
if anything, and 1 should think 
that after 52 years he’d try 
something else. 

He may well have the type 
of stomach that becomes irri¬ 
tated 1^ oonatant aspirin.

So he takes soda — which in 
turn upsets the normal chemi¬ 
cal balance of his stomach 
juices. 

His stomach cramps are not 
at all surprising under the cir¬ 
cumstances, and if he keeps 
up that routine I’d expect his 
stomach distress to stay as 
bad as it is. 

Dear Dr. Thoateson: We 
have a boy, 2. and plan an¬ 
other baby soon, I have been 
on "the pill" for two years. 
What effect, if any, will it 
have on my second baby? I>) 
the pills make you add on two 
weeks, as I’ve been told? 

I had a hard birth the first 
time, and have a feeling I will 
again. Is this true? My doctor 
said it was because our baby 
was too big for me. He was 
almost nine pounds, and I am 


imall-boned. — W.H. 

The pill won't have any ef¬ 
fect on the second baby. 
Vliethcr you become preg¬ 
nant right away is not pre^ 
dictabie. Some women do; 
some don’t. 

What do you mean by "add 
on two weeks"? A longer 
pregnancy? Well, the pill 
wont cause that. 

Second babies are usually 
easier than the first ones — 
but having heavy babies 
sometimes indicate a ten¬ 
dency toward diabetes. I’d 
suggest being checked for 
that, as a precaution. 

Dear Dr. Thoateson: Would 
• like your views on the vitamin 
E cure for diabetes. — B.G. 

Vitamin E doubtless has its 
uses. And I can listen to some 
of the way-out claims for it 
without blowing a fuse. But 
when someone claims it to be 
a "cure for diabetes.” that’s 
going too far. It can't and it 
won’t cure dial)etes — and if 
anyone tries it at the expense 
of the known methods of con¬ 
trolling diabetes, it's an Invi¬ 
tation to disaster.

The district attorney’s 
investigation — centred on an 
organized crime "summit 
headquarters” in a trailer in 
a Brooklyn Junkyard—‘’shows 
that organized crime ha<r in¬ 
filtrated almost 200 legitimate 
businesses and institutions 
throughout the city of every 


kind and descriptiotis . 
some doing millions of dolars 
a year in business." 

“The back of organized 
crime has been broken,” Gold 
said, appealing to business¬ 
men to "come forward if they 
have been harassed, threat¬ 
ened, infiltrated or taken over 
by organized crime; ele¬ 
ments.” 

Mayor John Lindsay called 
the investigation a “massive 
breakthrough in the war on 
organized crime." 

Gold refused to name any of 
the firms or disclose any spe¬ 
cific businesses they dealt in.

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Out of the Frying Pan 


S OME RUDE AWAKENINGS could be in store 
from some of the NDP government’s amend¬ 
ments to legislation made known at the opening of 
the "emergency” session of the new legislature. 
Not all of the details were revealed, but those that 
have been made known leave an uncomfortable 
feeling that Premier David Barrett is leaping be¬ 
fore he is looking. Perhaps he and his cabinet 
ministers will be able to save themselves in expla¬ 
nations of their plans during the course of the ses¬ 
sion. Meanwhile there is cause for squirming. 

The session was called ostensibly to bring im- 
,mediate relief to some of the province’s senior citi¬ 
zens by increasing minimum pensions to $200 a 
mopth. This election promise was what the throne 
speech stressed. It could have been carried out by 
cabinet order, incidentally, which has brought ac¬ 
cusations of “grandstanding” in the premier bring¬ 
ing the whole of the legislature together at this 
time. A kinder view should be taken, though. Pre¬ 
mier Barrett had promised a halt to government 
by order-in-council indulged in all too often by the 
former Social Credit administration. 

The guaranteed $200 pension will put a consid- 
ei able number of additional dollars into circulation 
which will be good for the economy (its cost is es¬ 
timated at between $45 and $60 million). 

But in some cases it will not help the individu¬ 
al lecipient a great deal, in view of soaring rood 
prices. This was a point made by ex-premier and 
Opposition Leader W. A. C. Bennett in calling for a 
$225 minimum. He should be called, in turn, on 
whv he didn’t do something along this line when he 
had the chance. He had the surplus funds available 
throughout his premiership. 

This is not his only failing. And the worrisome 
thing is his succe.ssor appears to be jumping feet 


first into a deeper quagmire in the field of labor- 
management relations than that in which Mr. Ben¬ 
nett floundered. Premier Barrett is carrying out 
another campaign promise in changing the Media¬ 
tion Act which Social Credit was unable to ad¬ 
minister with any success. He is ousting the three- 
man mediation commission which organized labor 
refused to recognize. And instead he is handing 
sweeping powers to one man, his minister of labor, 
who, it would appear, will be able to call the tune in 
labor disputes any way he wants. 

Premier Barrett only whispered his plans in 
this regard and is leaving the explaining to the 
minister, William King, a newcomer to politics 
who, from what is known at this point, will have a 
dictatorial throne the like of which has never been 
seen in British Columbia government before, not 
even in the Bennett years. 

The new Mediation Services Act will allow the 
labor minister to "do such things as he considers 
necessary to maintsdn or secure industrial peace.” 
He will have the authority to enter premises of any 
kind without a search warrant and take any docu¬ 
ments he desires. This, presumably, will take in 
union halls as well as business offices. 

The minister will be able to refer labor dis¬ 
putes to an industrial inquiry commission to do his 
“leg work.” Then he, and he alone apparently, will 
arbitrate the issue. 

The commission will be something of a secret 
service corps with power to summon witnesses and 
require testimony under oath. But any information 
its members might collect will not be available to 
anyone other than the minister, not even a court. 

The minister of labor will be all-powerful, and 
he a politician. 


No Encores, Please 


H AVHNG PLAYED his "corporate bums” theme 
in all keys, although not sounding all of the 
notes, NDP Leader David Lewis has turned once 
more to the Mackenzie Valley pipeline melody in 
his quest for votes. It has been heai-d before. But 
Mr. Lewis is proving to be something of a virtuoso 
in electioneering and he could be gaining wider at¬ 
tention from the loudness of his performance, and 
little if anything more. 

He is not alone in sounding pipeline concern. 
Others have been pressing the desirability of Cana¬ 
dian ownership'of the 2,000-mile line to bring Arc¬ 
tic gas to market. And the call has come from 
various quarters for a cautious approach to the $5 
billion venture. The ecology threat involved is still 
under studiv, and it is obvious further discussion 
must take place before any start is made. Answers 
still are needed to many serious questions regard¬ 
ing the undertaking. 

But the spending of $15 million by the govern¬ 
ment on a study of lesources development in the 
far north seems to have convinced the NDP leader 
I hat a start on the pipeline is imminent. At least he 
Is making this kind of noise. 

He is doing so in order to build to a crescendo 
cost warnings that have been made to the govern¬ 


ment in unpublished study papers scheduled for 
discussion at a scientifnic seminar the government 
sponsored in Quebec this week. 

i Mr. Lewis was able to get his hands on the 
papdrs, undoubtedly through the seminar, and he 
came thundering through with the headline- 
catching contents — that the huge cost of a Mack¬ 
enzie Valley gas line might be too much for the 
economy of the country to cope with at this time. 
Only Mr. Lewis pulled out all the stops to strike an 
emotional chord of Canada being on the brink of 
bankruptcy. 

What nonsense. And how Mr. Lewis skirted 
the construction start question. He said only that 
the government is more than vaguely committed to 
build the pipeline. So it may bo, but certainly not 
immediately. As Energy Minister Donald Mac¬ 
donald stated: "There seems little doubt that a 
pipeline will, at some time, be constructed in view 
of the indications of a successful e.xploration pro¬ 
gram in the region of the Mackenzie delta.” But no 
definite commitment has been made and can’t be 
on the start of pipe-laying until research is complet¬ 
ed. 

Mr. Lewis knows this as well as anyone. But 
he gives it the soft pedal. To close listeners, though, 
it comes out loud and sour. 


Pacific Islanders Resent France 


Franrp’s pntentp with thp 
Islands of the South Pacific is 
far from cordial. Island dele- 
gates to two multi-national 
meetings in the area recently 
departed fuming at what they 
rail France's ‘'utter disdain" 
for their wishes and aspira¬ 
tions. 

The .resentments have been 
simmering for at least seven 
years. France is too iKiwcrful 
to be greatly moved by these 
feelings, but she may have 
cause to worry about the ef¬ 
fects on her own colonial sub¬ 
jects in French Polynesia and 
ihe nickel-rich territory of 
New Caledonia.

The unhappy relationship 
must he seen against the 
liackdrop of the South Pacific 
Commission, an organization 
created in 1947 by the metro- 
|X)litan powers in the area to 
help the economic and social 
development of the islanders 
«»f the South Seas. The powers 
were AustValia, New Zealand, 
France, United Stales. Bri¬ 
tain. and the Netherlands, 
which is no longer in the Pa- 
cifie. 

Among them, they adminLs- 
terejJ "20 island lernlories: the 
United States with its Trust 
Territories in Micronesia, the 
A*merican Samoa; Britain 
with Fiji, Pitcairn. Solomons 
and Gilbert and Fllice Is¬ 
lands; Australia with Papua- 
New Guinea. Nauru. Norfolk 
and Christmas Islands; New 
Zealand with Western Samoa, 
Niue, the Cook and Tokelau 
Islands; France with French 
Polym4tta (Tahiti and Society 
Islands). New Caledonia, 
Wa]Ii.s and Futuna Islands. 
The Netherlands then con¬ 
trolled what is now West Irian 
tweslern New Guinea). Bri¬ 
tain and France jointly ad- 
nnnister the New Hebrides, 
tJw» world’.s only condo¬ 
minium. 

Over the past 25 years, ihe 
pattern of the South Pacific 
hqs changed. Fiji, Tonga, 
Western Samoa, .Nauru and 
the Cook Islands have become 
independent. Papua-New 
Guinea is preparing for In¬ 
dependence from Australia 


next year. The islanders have 
entered the 20th century, 
building up their own indus¬ 
tries. including tourism and 
all its attendant influences. 
They have become politically 
aware. They have grown up, 

Most of the colonial powers 
have accepted the changed 
conditions and adapted their 
attitudes accordingly. Only 
France has retained her 
image of the matriarchal old 
grand-mere who keeps her 
children well disciplined, well 
provided for, while maintain¬ 
ing a watchful eye to ensure 
they do not leave the family 
with part of the family for¬ 
tune. Only France has such 
large vested financial inter¬ 
ests in her South Pacific terri¬ 
tories — the world’s largest 
nickel deposits — and such a 
majdr strategic interest, nu¬ 
clear testing grounds. 

The French nuclear tests in 
French Polynesia earlier this 
year fanned island resent¬ 
ments. Demonstrations and 
letters of protest, diplomatic 
representations and bomb 
scares against French-owned 
companies, %ft France Void. 


tan powers. "We want more 
say in how the money is being 
sp>ent for our betterment." 

The island leaders also 
began calling for a larger 
l^udget than tlie meagre 
Sl.250.000 the commission now 
has to cover development 
projects for four million peo¬ 
ple scattered oujr 12 million 
square miles orPacific. and 
based in ruinously expensive 
Noumea where administrative 
costs swallow up 60 per cent 
of the entire budget. 


Under the term.s of the 
South Pacific Commission’s 
constitution, called the Can¬ 
berra Agreement, the metro¬ 
politan powers contributed to 
the commission's annual bud¬ 
get. Kach had a vote for each 
of its dependencies in the 
area. The secretariat was 
headquartered in Noumea, 
New Caledonia, and tiie orga¬ 
nization was to concern itself 
only with projects covering 
the economic and social dev¬ 
elopment of the islands. Poli¬ 
tics was firmly ruled out. A 
conference was to be held 
every three years in Noumea. 
Islands could send observers, 
but they could not be involved 
in the decision-making. 

Ry 1565, when the new pat¬ 
tern was emerging clearly. 
Fiji's then chief minister, 
Ratu Mara, led a rebellion at 
the conference. "We no longer 
want to be rubber stamps.” 
he told the startled metmpoH- 


'I'he islands won most of 
their requests, hut the com¬ 
mission has refu.sod to budge 
on one point, and that is be¬ 
coming increasingly irksome 
to them. It is the politics rule. 
Two years ago, the French 
delegate to the conference 
walked out when an island 
delegate broached the subject 
of nuclear testing. That was a 
political subject, France said. 

The conference is now annu¬ 
al, and one has just finished 
in Apia, Western Samoa. The 
delegatc.s called for chtnges 
in the Canberra Agreement to 
meet the changed conditions. 

"In 25 years it’s never once 
had a spring-clean," says Mr. 
Vi jay Singh, a Fiji cabinet 
minister, who represented his 
country at the conference 
along with his prime minister, 
Ratu Sir Kamisese Mara. 
Every country agreed — ex- 


torship. and Mr. Singh said 
that France, "like its queen. 
Marie Antoinette, had virtual¬ 
ly said: 'No protein fi-sh? 
Then let them cat oysters’." 

In accordance with the old 
Canberra Agreement, nuclear 
testing was not discussed. But 
the islands have found a way 
around the political gagging. 
Restless under the hamstrings 
of the commission they 
formed their own South Pacif¬ 
ic Forum just over a year 
agn^ 

Thi^ forum has seven 
members - Fiji, Western 
Samoa. Tonga. Nauru. Cook 
Islands. Australia and New 
Zealand, all of them indepen¬ 
dent countries. Papua-New 
Guinea has been invited as an 
observer because of its ex¬ 
pected independence next 
year. Unfettered at last, the 
ifilands have convened a 
forum meeting three times 
within 12 months, to talk 
about anything they wish, in¬ 
cluding French nuclear test¬ 
ing, which was severely con- 
demanded at the meetii^ in 
September in Fiji. They 
passed a resolution calling for 
Australia, New Zealand and 
Fiji, the three who are full 
megitbei's of the United Na¬ 
tions, to rally support In New 
York for a motion to be 
brought before the UN against 
Pacific nuclear testing.

They also called for in¬ 
creased contributions to en¬ 
large the budget. Every 
country agreed — except 
France. 

Another row blew up over a 
long-drawn-out' commission 
project for the development of 
reef and lagoon fishing for is¬ 
landers whose main protein 
comes from their abundant 
marine life. The conference 
was told that the project had 
been diverted somewhere 
along the way. helped by 
France, into a .study of cul¬ 
tivating oygtei'R and giant 
prawns for the luxury trade. 
P'ijl accused France of dicta- 
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The forum also has set up a 
bureau of economic coopera¬ 
tion in ,Suva, Fiji, to rational¬ 
ize trade and industry among 
members. And there already 
Is in existence a potent Paclf-> 
ic Islands. Producers’ Aasocia- 
tion (PIPA) which deals with 
agricultural matters, a very 
important aspect of the is¬ 
lands’ economy. 

The South Pacific is grow¬ 
ing into a cohesive force of 
four million people becoming 
increasingly sophisticated and 
affluent. Their leaders cau¬ 
tiously forecast the day when 
their forum, Bureau of Eco¬ 
no m i c Co-operation, and 
PIPA. could take over from 
Ihe moribund, outdated South 
Pacific Commission. 


Crisis of Confidence 


India Loosens American Links 


India and the United States 
are suffering a crisis of con¬ 
fidence. Distrust was generat¬ 
ed by the Nixon administra¬ 
tion's pro-Pakistan posture in 
the war that ended with Pa¬ 
kistan dismembered to make 
the new state of Bangladesh. 
Ever since then Injlia’s sur¬ 
veillance <rf all foreigners has 
Increased. 

Dr. Shankar Dayal Sharma 
has sharpened the crisis by 
accusations against Ameri¬ 
cans. He has accused the U.S. 
Central Imclligcnce Agency if 
having links w’ith violence in 
New Delhi over social gries- 
ances, of being active in West 
Bengal where the Peking 
(Marxist) wing of the Com¬ 
munist Party of India is 
threatening renewed violence, 
and with activity in the Kash¬ 
mir Valley where the move¬ 
ment for autonomy is strong. 

The president is sure to 
have cleared his theme with 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi, though 
by keeping silent herself ihe 
prime minister has keiit her 
options ojien and so can leave 
Dr. Sharma stranded if ever 
India and America decide l > 
bridge the rift. 


Most of tlic foreign scholars

Six year.s ago there were 
more than '2.0(K) volunteer 
workers in India from the 
United States. Britain, Japan, 
West Germany. Canada and 
Scandinavi^. Now there are 
only 480 and of these 185 are 
members of the American 
Peace Corps. At the request 
of the Haryana state govern¬ 
ment 12 of the 14 American 
Peace Corjis \oluntccrs work¬ 
ing in the state are being 
withdrawn. The Canadians 
and the Germans have decid¬ 
ed to wind up their operations 
by the end of this year. 

In the past India welcomed 
their work as an expression of 
the idealism of world youth. 
Now no new volunteers are 
being allowed in and India 
means to phase out all foreign 
volunteer program.s. In future 
the entry of all foreign schol¬ 
ars will be regulated with 
Home control over their activi¬ 
ties, 

India believes that in the 
past the United Stales ha.s 
used research scholars to in¬ 
fluence Indian politics and, 
with the heavy reduction in 
the past year of American 
diplomats ip Delhi, the gov¬ 
ernment is believed to fear 
that the U.S. will increase its 
dependence on remaining 
scholai’s to keet) an eye on In¬ 
dian affairs. 


India were done by three re¬ 
searchers. 

India, however, has felt that 
much of American rupee 
funds spent on study has been 
for the benefit of Americans 
rather than to assist India, for 
which the funds were intend¬ 
ed. Foreign scholars now 
seeking entry into India are 
being i&sued with visas only If 
they can satisfy the authori¬ 
ties that their research i.s 
being carried on under the 
auspices of recognized Indian 
institutions, that they are sub¬ 
ject to the academic regula¬ 
tions of these in.stltutions and 
that their local exiienses will 
be met by remittances from 
home. 

Hitherto, most research 
projects by U.S. scholars had 
been financed under thes Pub¬ 
lic Law 480 rupee fund * 
scheme. Under the Publlo 
Law 480 (Food for Peace) 
program agreement concluded 
in 19.56. the United States used 
to sell India agricultural 
goods on concessional terms. 
Paynienis in rupees were de- 
I)o,sltcd with the Reserve Bank 
of India. 'Jl>e United States 
drew from these funds to fi¬ 
nance various aid projects in 
India as well as to pay for the 
U.S. embassy’.s establishment. 

The total deposits with the 
Reserve Bank were Rs. 26.000 
million when India decided to 
stop importing concessional 
f(XKl-grains last January. 
Since the December war with 
Pakistan and the .suspension 
of U.S. dollar aid, the Indian 


government has been exercis¬ 
ing stricter control of Ameri¬ 
can rupee-expenditure, which 
was mainly on 12 U.S. AID 
technical programs which 
covered agricultural develop¬ 
ment, animal husbandry, soil 
and water conservation, popu¬ 
lation studies, public health 
projects, educational scheme^ 
and technical assistance. 


With the success of the .so- 
called "flreen Revolution" in 
India (for which two Ameri¬ 
cans —Dr. Borlaugh. wheat, 
and Dr. Slrachan, rice, were 
mainly responsible, helped by 
almost 100 other Americans), 
India feels that many of these 
programs can be eliminated 
and has asked U.S. AID to cut 
the program to six. Other al¬ 
locations that have been 
curbed include those made for 
visiting American deputations 
to assist Indian staff at agri¬ 
cultural universities in teach¬ 
ing "advanced techniques of 
food production." for sending 
Indian students to the United 
States and other countries for 
"participant training for ad¬ 
vanced education" (more 
than 6,000 Indians have bene¬ 
fited from this program up to 
dale), and for the American 
low-cost books reprint pro¬ 
gram in India. India is, how¬ 
ever, willing to grant permis¬ 
sion to Indians receiving dol¬ 
lar scholarships to go abroad, 
provided the government ap¬ 
proves the fields of study. 

India is now reviewing the 


entire American PL480 ex¬ 
penditure in India on tech¬ 
nical, educational and cultur¬ 
al programs and a new agree¬ 
ment for utilization of the 
funds is likely to be worked 
out after the American elec¬ 
tions. That is why India has 
not imposed a blanket ban on 
American activities in the 
country. 

Total American aid to India 
.since the first loan in 1931 was 
nearly $10,(XX) million up to 
April 1971. Over 60 per cent 
has been for agricultural pur- 
r)osc.s. 25 |)er cent for machin¬ 
ery, raw materials and irtdos- 
trial supplies to modernize 
and expand Indian industries, 
and the balance for such pro¬ 
grams as malaria eradica¬ 
tion, family planning, water 
supply, and rural education. 
Foreign aid accounts for 20i 
per cent of all the resoureeel 
India uses for devekpment* 
and of this aid 56.5 per cent 
comes from the United States. 


Curbs on the entry of Amer¬ 
ican scholars, the refusal to 
renew the visas of hundredi 
of other American scholars, 
and other restrictions on U.S. 
spending in India, are all 
symptoms of a malaise. The 
malaise is this crisis of ccxi- 
fidence between the world'.s 
two largest democracies. It 
can be healed only by a new 
administration taking over 
after the November presiden¬ 
tial elections or, if Mr. Nixon 
wins, by the president taking 
a long, searching, second look 
at his India policy.

Cctftgress won, and In a 
manner that will Inevitably 
force tlie president to think 
twice about trying to exploit 
the situation in his campaign 
for relection. 

The bill, which authorizes 
an astonishing $24.6 billion 
over the next three years for 
water cleanup In the United 
States, was originally passed 
by large majorities In both 
senate and house. 


After pondering the situa¬ 
tion until the last possible 
minute; Nixon decided to veto 
the bill, calling it "staggering 
and budget-wrecking." lie 
had originally prupu.sed 
spending $2 billion a year for 
three years.

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Parks face problems, 
in ridi poor nations 
alike. ^And delegates 
attending the rec ent 
second world conference 
on national parks, at Yel<> 
lowstone National Park, 
Wyo., found themselves 
with a close-up view of 
most of the major chair* 
Imges faced by rich 
nations: 

• Rorte of viittora 

Yellowstono la a big park •— 

two million acres, but 99 per 
cent of the 2 % million visitors 
this year are jammed into the 
developed el^t per cent of 
the park, and almost all of 
them arrive in autmnobiles. 

To take care of the visitors 
requires 2,100 buildings, 30 
■ewer systems, 10 electrio 
systems, 750 miles of load^ 
end more than 3,000 cami^ 
sites. 

Results: mass crowding at 
eentral tourist attracti<ms 
throu^XMit Uie summer; air, 
water, solid waste, and noise 
pollution^ crime; trafflo Jams 
>-all the nuisasoes most park 
visitors go there to avoid. 

• Wildlife vs. people 

^fost bf the black bears that 

had become panhandlers 
along the roads causing "bear 
Jams," have been moved to 
the back country, to die dis¬ 
may of many tourists who 
may no longer see diem. 

Nor do grizzly bears and 
campers mix, especially when 
campers fail to follow regula¬ 
tions;! this year a grisly 
killed a visHor camping in a 
forbidden area. 

The park has management 
problems, too, iwdth the north¬ 
ern elk herd. Its migration 
route cut off outside the park 
because of hunters and fences 
and its predators curtailed 
years ago, the herd has mul¬ 
tiplied too fast and over- 
grazed thb range. 

The park service has arbi¬ 
trarily reduced the herd and 
now has further plans which 
include enoouraghig preda¬ 
tors, especially wolves and 
mountain Ikns.

National 
Parks for the Future, com¬ 
missioned by the U.S. Na¬ 
tional Park Service and car¬ 
ried out independently by citi¬ 
zen task forces under the di¬ 
rection of the Washington, 
D.C.-based Ck)nservation 
Foundation. 


Among its recommen¬ 
dations for national parks 

Phasing out of* hutomdblles 
inside parks; shifting the 
management of park facilities 
from private concessioners to 
nonprMit quasl-publlc cor¬ 
porations; prohibition of luxu¬ 
ry hotels, golf courses, etc., 
within park boundaries; mak¬ 
ing it essential for citizens to 
take part in planning and 
managing national parks, and 
forming of a citizen’s adviso¬ 
ry committee for each major 
park. 

Among the richer nations, 
Japan may have the most dif- 
ficidt Bdtuatton of bjU. Ydtow- 
stone’s crowds cannot com* 
pare with those at Japan's 


Park near Tokyo, now 

has more than 73 million visi¬ 
tors a year. Only three of the 
23 Japanese national parks 
have fewer than a million vis¬ 
itors a year. 

Nor is much of the land 
within Japan’s national parks 
government-owned. Instead, 
the Japanese government at¬ 
tempts to control use mostly 
through a permit system. 

So cities and resort towns, _ 
religious shrines, and nu- ~ 
merous comitiercial activities 
are Inside the parks, many of 
them established kmg before 
the^arks were proclaimed. 

Yet, according to a report 
by Mlchle Qi, counsellor to 
Japan’s Environmental 
Agency, 1970 development 
within national park bounda¬ 
ries Included a number of new 
roads (348), tramways, skiing 
grounds, a golf course, and 
several large resort hotels, 
w ★ ★ 

Japan’s population pres¬ 
sures are also felt in wilder¬ 
ness areas. Tetsxanaro Senge. 
chairman of the National 
Paries Association of Japan, 
reports that vegetation suffers 
heavy damage under the feet 
of the 500,000 hikers a year 
who visit toe roadless wilder¬ 
ness within N i k k o Natkxial 
Park. 

Senge also says that a road 
built seven years ago on the 
side of Mt BXiJi has greatly 
damaged apruce forests in toe 
subalpine zone, and tbould not 
have been extended beyond 
midslope. 

Many other industrial na¬ 
tions are fighting varied bat- 
ties to maintain their parks 
against development pres- 
aures. 

Canada was able to stop an 
attempt to place a 830-million 
resort project at Lake Loiuse 
within Baitff National Park 
after a fierce controversy be¬ 
tween Canadian conserva¬ 
tionists and local developers. 
The fedtfal government re¬ 
ceived several thousand writ¬ 
ten pio te s ti from citizens. 

Rejecting permlssiOD for 
the develi^ment, Jean Chre¬ 
tien, minister of Indian affairs 
and northern devek^unent, 
■aid: "Where there is room 
for doubt, priority must be 
given to park values; we 
must err cm the side of protec¬ 
tion." 

In Italy’s Abruzzo Naticmal 
Park, extensive land sales to 
private devel<^>ers, wildlife 
poaching, and pollution have 
brought demands from Ita¬ 
lians to give the paric better 
protection. 


Republicans Defy Nixon 

Congress Votes Billions 
For Great Lakes’ Clean-Up 


While congress and the 
president traded expressions 
of pious concern We^esday, 
with an eye on the clootion 
campaign, a United States 
commitment to join Canada in 
cleaning up Great Lakes pol¬ 
lution was virtually assured of 
funds. 

The battle over a water- 
pollution control bill pitted tl>e 
determination of the Senate 
.and House of Representatives 
^ to be generous in financing 
environmental measures 
against President Nixon’s 
equally strong commitment to 
reduce federal spending. 

Congress won, and in a 
manner that will Inevitably 

-force toe president to think 

twice about trying to exploit 
the situation in his campaign 
for relection. 

The bill, which authorizes 
an astonishing 824.6 billion 
over toe next three years for 
water cleanup in the United 
States, was originally passed 
by large majorities in both 
senate and house. 


After pondering the situa¬ 
tion until the last possible 
minute; Nixem decided to Veto 
toe bill, calling it "staggering 
and budget-wrecking." He 
had originally propjsed 
spending 82 billion a year for 
three years. 

Both bouses ofeongress 
voted Overwhelmingly 
Wednesday to override the 
presidential veto and the bill 
will become law. The vote in 
toe senate was 52 to 12 and in 
toe house 247 to 23. 


Nixon had threatened in his 
veto message that even if 
congress "rammed" the bill 
through, he would not "de- 
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fault" on his responsibility; he 
would use all toe powci*s of 
toe presidency to restrict the 
amount of money actually 
spent. 

He also warned that he 
would campaign against 
congress spendthrift ways. 
But the fact that most of his 
fellow Republicans in both 
sdnate and house voted to 
override the veto may Inhibit 
toe amount of political capital ^ 
Nixon can safely make. 

★ ★ ★ 

ViTiatever toe outcome had 
been in toe battle between 
White House and congress, 
observers here felt that 
money to back up toe Great 
Lakes program, a part of the 
over-all bill, would be avail¬ 
able. 

When Nixon and Prime 
Minister Trudeau signed the 
agreement last April in Otta¬ 
wa, it was estimated the pro¬ 
gram would cost the U.S. 
some 82 billion, mainly for 
sewage treatment plants and 
for removal of sucto destruc¬ 
tive nutrients phosphorus 
from water discharged into 
toe Great Lakes. 

★ ★ ★ 

The legislation proposed by 
Nixon in toe first place wnuld 
have included funds for toe 
Great Lakes effort. The new 


bill makes even more money 
available — probably, some 
observers believe, more 
money than can be wisely 
spent, given toe availability of 
appropriate manpower and 
equipment. 

Fittough Green, an as¬ 
sociate administrator of the 
U.S. Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency (EPA) .said toe 
bill approved by congress 
"can only reinforce our firm 
commitment to the Great 
Lakes agreement and our in¬ 
tention to implement it fully." 
★ ★ ★ 

Green's superior, EPA head 
William Ruckclshaus, recent¬ 
ly circulated a 33-page memo¬ 
randum in which he urged 
Nixon not to veto toe bill. The 
Memo, which becaml pubhc, 
said a veto could r^e ques¬ 
tions about toe acninistra- 
tion’s commitment to a dean 
envmmmcnt 

Both budget-cutting and en¬ 
vironmental protection can be 
admirable postures for a po¬ 
litical candidate at thei jno 
ment The size of the congres¬ 
sional majorities in favor of 
poUtilion control indicates 
that toe two power centres of 
American politics have a to¬ 
tally different view of which 
issue is likely to prove most 
important in toe voter’s mind. 
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A proposal to remove 6,000 
acres for a major sports- 
resort devdopment in AlkoUe 
National Park, France’s first, 
aroused a ooAservationist up¬ 
rising so unocpected and so 
demanding that the proUem 
went to President Pompidou 
himself, who decided in favor 
of the paik. 

ElectriC'power projects 
have made inroads In some 
parks. In Australia, the 
Snowy Mountains edieme, a 
vast hydroelectoio proj^t, 
has done cmskierable dam¬ 
age to toe scenic and wildlife 
values of Kosckisco National 
Park. 

. A threat to Lake Manapouri 
in toe centre of New Zea¬ 
land’s Fiordland National 
Park has become a major 
issue in November’s election. 
Ihe government is under in¬ 
tense citizen oppo8iti<m be¬ 
cause of an agreement to 
allow the lake to be raided 27 
feet in order to supply power 
for an aluminum-smel¬ 
ting plant 

* ★ ★ 

The furor over some of 
these conservation battles has 
overshadowed the positive ac¬ 
tions and the progress being 
made; many problems are 
caused by the very popularity 
of toe parks themselves. 

In addition to adding 11 new 
national paries since 1966. 
Canada has taken a number 
of other steps. At Point Pelee 
Nati<mal Park near Windsor, 
Ontario, where attendance is 
beyond toe small park’s limit¬ 
ed carrying capacity, auto 
transportatiexi has been cut 
off at midpark. 

If you want to use the south¬ 
ern part, an outstanding bird- 
■ viewing area, you must now 
take "elephant" trains. With¬ 
in five years, all access inside 
the park will be by public 
transport, says John I. Nicol, 
director of Canada’s national 
parks. 

★ ★ ★ 

Canada also is starting a 
park-zoning system. Areas of 
all national parka are being 
classified for particular uses 
allowed, l.e., wilderness, out¬ 
door recreation, intensive use. 

A freeze has been placed on 
all new campground construc- 
ti<m in the parks until studies 
on carrying capacity can be 
competed. Publio hearings 
are being held on all master 
plans for develc^mient of 
parks. 

In South Africa’s first and 
most popular national park, 
Kruger, only 3,500 people are 
allowed in at any one time. 
Vehicles are not allowed off 
toe main roads. 

Japan, in an attempt to pro¬ 
tect underwater areas and 
also to diversity and take 
pressure from the moat 
crowded areas of national 
parks, has created 82 protect¬ 
ed marine areas within na¬ 
tional parks. 

An 860-mile nature trail be¬ 
tween Tokyo and Osaka, in¬ 
spired by the U.S. Appala¬ 
chian Trail, is now being com¬ 
pleted. 

Buses carrying 40 to 60 peo¬ 
ple each are used for getting 
many visitors to national 
parks, avoiding the pollution 
and congestion of private 
cars. 

★ ★ ★ 

And in an effort to make 
parks available to lower-in¬ 
come families, the Japanese 
government has given finan¬ 
cial assistance for a scries of 
national vacation villages and 
national hostels, where lodg¬ 
ing and two meals can be ob¬ 
tained for 85 to 87. 

In the United States, au¬ 
tomobiles have been eliminat¬ 
ed from parts of three na¬ 
tional parks — Yosemite, 
Everglades, and ML MSKin- 
ley, with free bus service pro¬ 
vided in sectors tliat had be¬ 
come too congested. 

In three other crowded 
parks — Kings Canyon, Rocky 
Mountain, and Great Smokey 
Mountains — the number of 
people using back country 
trails and campsites has been 
limited. 

Master plans for Yellow¬ 
stone and Grand Teton Na¬ 
tional Parks would establish 
centres in towns outside the 
parks where visitors could 
find lodging and service facili¬ 
ties, advice on other recrea¬ 
tion potential outside the na 
tional parks, and information 
about activities available 
within the parks. 

Ultimately, ^ays National 
Park Service director George 
B. Hartzog, these cenfres 
could become the point 
which visitors could be sepa¬ 
rated from their automobiles. 

The U.S. National'Park Ser¬ 
vice has also begun a policy 
of building day-use facilities 
within parks, rather than 
overnight facilities. Whenever 
possible, new roads ^ within 
parks are being curt ail^ or, 
if necessary, built as scenic, 
nmtei . 

Notwithstanding criticism 
from some conservationists 
who assert that toe park ser¬ 
vice docs too much develop¬ 
ment, director Hartzog sum¬ 
marizes the pzT.sent policy as 
"When in doubt, don’t con 
struct."

Dr. Gordon Shrum “spilled 
the beans,'* as he put it, again 
Wednesday. He took the oc¬ 
casion of a speaking engage¬ 
ment at the Greater Victoria 
Chamber of Conunerbe lun¬ 
cheon at the Empress Hotel to 
tell Vancouver Islanders just 
how Insecure their electrical 
power supply can be. 

The 76-year-old chairman of 
-AjC. Hydro and Power Au¬ 
thority, who retires Jan. 1, 
told his audience that an un¬ 
known deepsea ship dragged 
its anchor across one of three 
underwater IX! cables last 
Sept. 24 and severed it 

The incident was the second 
such marine hainiening this 
year to the cables that serve 
Vancouver Island. Last Jan¬ 
uary a B.C. government 
ferry, In a similar incident, 
took ou^ one of the seven AC 
cables to the Island. 

Shrum recalled how he had 
“spilled the beans" in Nanai¬ 
mo about that one to a not-qo- 
vigilant press about two 
months after it had happened. 

The name of the ship in¬ 
volved in the latest incident is 
not known, said Shrum," but 
we’d sure like to find out." He 
said the accident took place In 
200 feet of water, about 1,800 
feet off th4 shore at the Rob¬ 
erts Bank superport. 

Shrum said sUbmerslbles lo¬ 
cated the damage and it will 
probably be two months be¬ 
fore the line is repaired. He 
could give no estimate of the 
cost involved or for the earli- 
W incident as well. 

"Now if that ship had cut 


two ot the cables," Shrum 
said, "Vancouver Island 
would ttave been in trouble 
this winter." 

The incident provided a 
closing punctuation mark for 
the Hydro chairman who had 
spent the earlier part of his 
speech talking about energy 
needs for the future, with spe¬ 
cial emphasis on Island re¬ 
quirements. 

The various methods of pror 
ducing power were related 
and again Shrum repeated his 
often-said message on behalf 
of nuclear power. . 

In an interview after the 
speech Shrum says that the 
Island has two years in hand 
before a firm decisiem will 
have to be made on its future 
power sources. 

He said that there are two 
new underwater cables being 
. laid that will be readjf in 1976 
which will help peak’periods 
but the forecast for 1982 in¬ 
dicates that 1,550 megawatts 
will be required then and 
there is nothing available now 
to match that expected de¬ 
mand. 

Shrum in his speech said 
that just Tuesday Vancouver 
Island hit its peak consump¬ 
tion day for the year to date. 
He end his engineers know 
that the high for the year will 
take place on the last day of 
Christmas shopping, just at 
the supper hour. 

The Island can cope — right 
now, he said.' One of the rea¬ 
sons is the 150,000 kilowatt ca¬ 
pability of the Jordan River 
plant that cuts in at peak 
periods.

Liberal Louis Lindholm 
says the men and ships of the 
Pacific Maritime GofRlnand 
are doing more than people 
seem to realize. 

New Democrat Roger Smith 
thinks the defence setup 
should be overhauled to place 
the emphasis entirely on such 
duties . as peacekeeping and 
policing of fishing limits. 

To Socred John Tisdalle, a 
nation such as Canada must 
never let its defences sag. 

The four men — candidates 
for Esquimalt-Saanich in the 
Oct. 30 federal election — 
were asked in separate inter¬ 
views what they thought 
about the defence establish¬ 
ment on the west coast and 


what, it any, changes they felt 
were needed. i 

There was one area of 
agreement — that the ships of 
war should be used more ex¬ 
tensively in rescue and anti¬ 
pollution work. They could 
add greatly to the small coast 
guard service. 

"The whole operation' is 
pretty shocking," said Mimro. 
"I don’t think we have a coast 
guard to do what a coast 
guard should do. 

"I think it’s absolutely scan¬ 
dalous that we should have to 
call on Americans to rescue 
people in our own waters." 

There is a "good ar¬ 
gument." he says, for the 
armed forces doing this job in 
peacetime. 

Munro also says the war 
ships are short of manpower 
and calls this "shocking.” 

A viable military force is 
required for the self-respect 


of any nation that intends to 
carry its weight in a treaty 
organization such as NORAD, 
he says. 

He also sees a coast guard 
role in peacetime as a means 
of training men and of pos¬ 
sibly easing the unemploy¬ 
ment situation — elthough 
only to a minor degree. 

"We have a fairly large un¬ 


employment problem. We 
would put a lot of these people 
to work (to augment the 
crews of naval vessels). This 
may be a. useful place for 
them to learn to obey orders 
and to do a useful job for the 
community," Munro said. 

Smith says the NDP would 
not "fire" the military per¬ 
sonnel as some people may 
believe, but would actuaUy 
add to their number for the 
important jobs of peacekeep¬ 
ing and policing. 

"They would actually be in 
the role of world citizens." 

The naval arm of the ser¬ 
vices would be used for coast 
guard duty and policing of the 
12-mile fishing limit. 

"This would mean that in¬ 
stead of cutting down, there 
would be a large investment 
in personnel for the armed 
forces," Smith said.

In a hearing Sept. 19, Ron¬ 
ald Cook, counsel for Davis, 
had argued that North Saan¬ 
ich council tiad exceeded its 
jurisdiction in passing the 
bylaw ir\ the first place be¬ 
cause it hadn’t followed all 
the requirements of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Act. 

Wootton said, however, that 
"I find no Illegality evidenced 
here, but merely a division ot 
opinion on the part of 
members of council and, of 
^course, such differennees have 
been resolved by the majority 
vote in the passing of the 
bylaw." 

He noted that because each 
council member had taken an 
oath "that I will faitHfull^' 
perform the duties of my of¬ 
fice," there must be "a pre¬ 
sumption that the mayor and 
council have performed their 
duty honestly and to the best 
of their ability." 


Wootton also dealt with the 
question of who should pay 
court costs (or the proceeding, 
and ruled that he Would make 
no- order as to costs. This 
means each of the three par¬ 
ties involved (Ellis, Davis, 
and North Saaniqji municipal¬ 
ity) will pay its own costs. 

‘“rhe actions of the mayor 
have^ caused this application 
to be made," W’ootton wrote, 
"but the reading of his af¬ 
fidavit ahd that of Aid. Grieve 


indicates that the attitudes of 
these two members of council 
at least were most sincere 
and prompted by their con¬ 
cern for the best interests of 
(he inunicipalllj*." 

The bylaw was given its 
third and final reading and 
adoption on June 5, and was 
affirmed again by council on 
July 4, after Davis had re¬ 
quested council reconsider the 
bylaw. 


Wootton noted toat Davis 
was presiding at the meeting 
at which the bylaw was final¬ 
ly adopted, and at that time 
"no ijuestioh was raised of ir¬ 
regularity of proceedings, and 
I must therefore conclude that 
the bylaw was regularly 
passed and adopted in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions" of 
the Municipal Act. 

Brian Smith was counsel for 
Ellis during the hearing.

Capital Regional Board's 
planning Committee recom¬

The committee also recom¬ 
mended that th‘* regional 
board urge the federal gov¬ 
ern nwnt to retain a 200-foot 
strip of land along the 3,000 
feet of foreshore for public 
use. / . 


Both Tecommendations i-e- 
quire approval by the regional 
board, a formality since they 
were already endorsed by the 
committee of the \riiole, 
which is the full board. 

During the debate, regional 
board members complained 


about the federal govem- 
menl's lack of courtesy to¬ 
ward lower levels of govern¬ 
ment. 

Victoria (Mayor Peter Pollen 
said the Capital Regional 
Board should at least have 
been informed of the negotia¬ 


tions'between the federal gov¬ 
ernment and the World Col-- 
lege regarding the sale of the 
property. 

The recommendations will 
be dealt with at the regional 
board’s Oct. 28 meeting. 


There was no use gearing 
the men for war duty W’ith the 
realization that in such a sit¬ 
uation it would be "an Ameri¬ 
can finger on the button," he 
said.

Tisdalle, the former Social 
Credit MLA, says Canada 
cannot afford to take an isola¬ 
tionist position. 

Not to play its part in the 
defence network with other 
nations would greatly weaken 
its bargaining position, he be¬ 
lieves.

MONTREAL (CP) — A 
’ Court of Queen's Bench jury 
Tuesday acciuitted Jean^Louis 
Morin. 30. of a killing to 
which he had already 
(onfessed. 

Morin claimed responsU 
bility for the killing of 
waitress Denise Vouligny, 22, 
in November, 1970, during the 
murder trial last June of 
Claude Duhamel. 

Morin's testimony, which 
was instrumental in Duha- 
mel's acnulttal, *was given 
after he requeeted the protec- 
tim of the court. 

Mr. Justice Maurice Nichols 
of Court of Queen's Bench, 
who presided over the Duha- 
inel trial, granted Morin the 
prote<-tion which meant his 
testimony could not he used 
against him. 

But after Morin told hjs 
story, NichoLs ordered him 


held in custody and had a 
murder charge awom out 
against him. 

When Morin's mor d er trial 
i)egan last week, his .previous 
testimony could not be used 
and the only incriminating 
witness the crown could find 
was Yvon Perreault, a prison 
inmate who claimed Duhamel 
and Morin killed the girl. 

Perreault, serving a ^flv^ 
year sentence for fraud^ and 
burglary, said he kept Duha¬ 
mel in his home after the 
girl's body was discovered in 
a half-dug shallow grave. 

Morin visited Duhamel sev¬ 
eral times to discuss the kill¬ 
ing, Perreault .said, and on 
one visit they were joined by 
Duhamel’s brother, . Serge, 
currently sought by provincial 
police for armed robbcTy. 

Perreault said he decided to 
testify after being silent for 


two years beesuse he was 
"disgusted" thst Duhamel 
"fingered'^ hit brother at the 
June trial. The court was also 
told by Perreauk he volun¬ 
teered his story to police be¬ 
cause he "wented to get die 
heat off,*' after a couple of at¬ 
tempts In prison on hU life. 

During Duhamel's trial, 
Morin said he killed the girl 
because the had stolen WJO 
from him. The mon^, he 
said, was from a (30,(Xllo rob¬ 
bery for which he spent four 
years in jail. 

Morin, who had smiled and 
chatted amicably with his 
guards throughout his*own 
trial, was ordered released by 
Mr. Justice Bisson shortly 
after the jury, which had de¬ 
liberated for a half-hour, re^ 
turned the non-guilty verdict.

Girls Flock to Air Cadets

^ The National Defence Act doesn’t recognize the 
fact that girls exist—and that annoys Ken Cutler, 
chairman of the sponsoring committee for 89 
(Pacific) Squadron Air Cadets. 


When the last obstacle • 
eourte was held about two 
weeks ago. the boys went 
through it with kx^ M grim 
determination on their faces, 
he says. 

But when the girls went 
through the course, "they had 
hig grins on their chc^.*' 

Girls are accepted Into the 
squadron on the same basis 
as boys, although some had 
to be weeded out because the 
squadron couldn't accommo¬ 
date them all. 

Cadets must be between 13 
and 19 years of age, and must 
have a medical examination 
before entering. However, the 
medical isn’t that stringent, 
Cutler points out, and cadets 
who wear glasses are accept- 

Both boys and girls must 
wear their hair an inch off the 
collar, which has meant hair¬ 
cuts for quite a few of the 
boys. Fop the girls, though, 
it’s just a matter of pinning 
up their long locks. 

The girls have the same 
promotional opportunities as 
the boys. After one year of 
training they become leading 
airwomen, and from that they 
can progress right on up 
thix>ugh the ranks. 

The ranks are equivalent to 
those m Uie adiUts forces, 
with the difference that the 
tri-service ranks are still 
maintained, unlike the Cana¬ 
dian Armd Forces which have 
had uniform army ranks since 
their unification. 

There are about 86 new re¬ 
cruits, Cutler says, with a 
total of approximately 175 in 
the squadron now. 

'The cadets meet Mondays 
and Wednesdays at 7 p.m. in 
the Bay Street Armory, where 
they have classes in drill, 
xifles, photography, band in- 
•truments, flight theory, map- 
reading, and many other sub¬ 
jects. 

Qasses held from Sep¬ 
tember to ^une. From June to 
September there is summer 
camp, survival courses, band 
classes, physical education, 
flying training, and technical 
engineering. 

Instructors for the classes 
are taken from the general 
public, says Cutler. Most are 
ex-air force men, but anybody 
with skills is welcome to 
teach, as long as they're qual¬ 
ified. 

If they are servicemen, they 
will be given ranks. Civilians, 
however, are not. 

The biggest problem is try¬ 
ing to accommodate all the 
cadets who' turn out, says 
Cutler. 

“We haven’t enough space, 
enough desks. enough 
classrooms," he says. “The 
Navy and Army Cadet 
Leagues are going full tilt too, 
but the Air Cadet League is 
more popular because of the 
girls.” 

Both the .fVrmy and Air 
Force Cadet Leagues are in 
favor of having girl cadets. 
However, the Navy League is 
not so enthusiastic, he says. 

"They seem to see the girls 
in a different light than the 
Army and Air Force League. 
X would hope Uiat all three 
would work together to ensure 
girls an entry into cadets.” 

In order that girls can be 
officially ^recognized, says 
Cutler, the‘wording otihe Na¬ 
tional Defence Act would have 
to be changed. At present it 
refers to “boys;” if it was 
changed to “youths" then 
girls could be included under 
the terms of the act. 

The reason it hasn't been 
changed, he e.Nplains, is be¬ 
cause the defence department 
has “had such a succession of 
ministers that their opinions 
haven’t jelled into anything as 
concrete as legislation.” 

“In any case, we’ve always 


> received a sympathetic re¬ 
sponse from the ministers on 
the Issue.” 

The increase Id the 
numbers of girl cadets Is a 
relatively new phenomenon, 
he says, and It’s happening all 
across the country. 

What It means Is that the 
federal government doesn’t 
give a per capita grant for 
girl cadets as it does for the 
boys in the squadron. 

It also means that the girls 
can’t ride In depiittnent of 
national defence buses or air¬ 
craft 

”1 dcRi’t wish to be too hard 
on the federal government,” 
Cutler says, “but the DND 
spells out quite specifically 
that girls cannot do this, can¬ 
not do that.” 

Because the girls aren't al¬ 
lowed on service buses, many 
are prevented from joining 
the squadron because they 
live out of the city, in Lang¬ 
ford, Colwood, or Metchosin. 

“Wed have twice as many if 
they were,” he says. 

Even with these limitations, 
the number of girls applying 
to join has be^ stea^ly in¬ 
creasing. to the point where 
almost twice as many girls as 
boys applied at the start of 
this year’s cadet program in 
September. 

Cutler is a little bewildered 
by this new-found enthusiasm 
in girls for .cadet training, but 
he is also pleased, for the girl 
cadets are keen and hard¬ 
working. 

He adds: "We’re the only 
cadets with our own built-in 
escort corps, which is certain¬ 
ly good for dances.” 

He attributes the Increase 
In girls to the fact that there 
now Is “an understanding of 
the new concept that cadets 
are stressing citizenship over 
aggression. Girls can still 
learn how to shoot and to pro¬ 
tect themselves, as well as 
learn to fly.” 

llowtver, without official 
recognition from the govern¬ 
ment, it’s difficult financing 
the cost of the girls’ uniforms, 
which consist of the Royal Ca¬ 
nadian Air Force tartan^Wrt 
and a jacket and hat similar 
to that worn by boy cadets. 
The girls buy their own shoes. 

It also makes it hard to fi¬ 
nance trips, since they can’t 
use DND svehicles for trans¬ 
portation, and these addi¬ 
tional expenses are a drain on 
the squadron’s funds. 

“As far as financing goes, 
each squadron is as rich as its 
sponsoring committee,” says 
Cutler. 

Each province has a spon¬ 
soring committee and all 
squadrons in a particular 
province are responsible to 
their particular committee. 

Tile provincial committees, 
in turn, are responsible to the 
Air Cadet League, which is 
the governing liody. 

About $8 million is spent on 
the air cadets by the federal 
govemment, says Cutler, but 
most of this goes to pay sa¬ 
laries for personnel, and tb« 
reit has to be funded by the 
organization. 

Funds are raised for the 
B(iuadron through such activi¬ 
ties as bingo games held at 
the Old-Age Pensioners hall 
Qd Govemment and an annual 
raffle on ‘ a * Europeaif Irip, 
made possible because air¬ 
lines donate the cost of the 
fiiRht. 

The expenses for the girls 
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Anne Martin, 16, blows trumpet 


skirts are quite large, Cutler 
says, pointing to a bill of $163 
for skirt material. 

Despite the drawbacks, 
however, the girls participate 
in a full program, just the 
same as the boys wherever 
possible. 


“The girls aren’t left out fit 
anything,” Cutler says, in¬ 
cluding the obstacle and sur¬ 
vival courses. 

’n>e suivival course is quite 
something. Every year up to 
16 cadets go to Fort Lewis en- 
campment near Seattle, 


Wash. They are sent out Into 
the woods for five days, with 
rations for two days — and a 
live rabbit 

The rabbit usually ends up 
being eaten for dinner, 1 m 
says. 

The girls seem to get a spe¬ 
cial kick out of the obstacle 
course, be notes. 

In Victoria, the firat girl 
cadets joined when the squad¬ 
ron was originally formed In 
1942. However, after the Sec¬ 
ond World War ended, mem¬ 
bership fell off until there was 
none in 1950. 

About five years ago, how¬ 
ever, girls started coming 
again to the training pro¬ 
gram, and as word -of - mouth 
about it spread, more and 
more joined. 

In the past year, when girls 
were actively encouraged to 
join, the number of girls In¬ 
creased dramatically. 

The girls themselves seem 
to really enjoy It Talking to 
some of them above the din in 
the armory canteen, jammed 
with cadets having a soda or 
a snack during class break, 
th^y were bubbling over with 
enthusiasm. 

One girl, just starting, said 
she had been attract^ to 


Women Hear Candidates ' 

General Issues Raised 


Nine out of 10 local can¬

Victoria Progressive Con¬ 
servative candidate Allan 
McKinnon told the audience of 
aboubTO, many of them men, 
what his party would do to en¬ 
sure equal treatment of 
women. 

The party would, among 
other things, amend the Fair 
Employment Practices Act to 
provide protection for women 
from' dismissal during preg¬ 
nancy; implement a federal 
employment policy that would 
guarantee women the same 
treatnient as men; consider 
womeh (or federal apt>oint- 
ments, in the same way men 
now are assessed, for jiosi- 
tions on the bench, govern¬ 
ment boards and agencies and 
on the Senate; and set up a 


federal council on the status 
of women aimed at eliminat¬ 
ing discrimination. 

Victoria MP David Groos 
(Liberal) asked, “Why are fe¬ 
males not represented on 
many more of our organiza¬ 
tions?” 

“How many women are now 
In federal politics? Only cme,” 
he said. "Grace Macinnis, 
and she’s doing a jolly good 
job.

"Pauling’s suggestion that 
human needs for this vitamin 
probably have been underes¬ 
timated by a factor of 10 or

I don't know what a new 
bike did for the kid w'ho stole 
it from my son. 

But I know what it is doing 
to me and I don't like it. 

T find myself looking with 
suspicion into the eyes of 
every child who rides a brown 
10-speed and thinking if I 
stare at him long enough he 
will "break.” 

I find myself rehearsing 
speeches in the bathroom mir¬ 
ror that Pat O'Brien as an 
Irish priest gave to the prison 
inmates 20 years ago. 

I accost perfect strangers in 
the supermarket and on buses

There she was, flat on ^her 
stomach, on a scaffolding a 
few inches above the 16th<en- 
tury tapestry, laborioutly 
sewing It to a carefully pre¬ 
pared mounting. 

The tapestry was one of 
seven recently lent to the Los 
Angeles County Museum of 
Art by the Norton Simon 
Foundation, llie exhtbitioh 
will continue for a year and 
will include more than $10 
million worth of art treasures. 

Visitors tp any museumt 
wandering through flie haUf, 
examining the ancient tapea* 
tries, paintings, and many 
other treasures they contain, 
have no conception of the 
work involved iMfore a pic¬ 
ture, a tapestry, a piece of 
sculpture, or a fragment of 
antiquity is ready to be 
viewed by the public. 

The Conservation Centre of 
the Los Angeles County Muse¬ 
um of Art is the most compre¬ 
hensive west of the Rockies. 
It is headed by Ben Johnson 
and staffed by 11 highly 
trained technicians, only two 
of whom work on textiles. 

Mrs. Reeves, one of those 
two. is a highly imaginative 
and ingenious person. She 
needs to be. for the difficul¬ 
ties of working to clean, pre¬ 
serve, and then prepare for 
exhibition these ancient tex¬ 
tiles require unusual ap- 
^ proaches—such as having to

The seven tapestries, from 
about 148^ to ^0, npw on 
^hihition at the museum, in¬ 
clude four world-famous ones; 
Helen of Troy, The Surrender 
of Rome. The Miracle of $t. 
Claude, and Concert of 
Angels, 'niese. are one after 
the other, being sewn to their 
mountings by Mrs. Reeves, 
then framed and hung on the 
walls in the ptaza level of the 
Ahmanson Gallery. 

The tapestries had to he 
sewn every nine inches all the 
way across in both directioas 
so that when hung, there wifi 
be the least possible strain on 
the delicate silk and wool 
fibres. Actually this work, 
though it was physically a bit 
awkward and cumbersome, 
was comparatively simple for 
the brilliant fingers of Mrs. 
Reeves. It Involved, more 
than anything else, patience. 

She had done infinitely 
more intricate restoration for 
the museum. 11)6 first, and 
perhaps most noteworthy, 
was her preparation for the 
exhibition of an ancient Para- 
cas mantle, now displayed 
permanently in a glass case 
in the museum's entrance. 
The glorious dark reds, and 
golds are set off against a 
copper velvet mounting. 

The mantle, dating back to 
the Paracas Necropolis cul¬ 


ture, 300 B.C.-A.D. 300. gets 
its name by virtue of having 
been taken from a mummy 
bundle recovered at one of the 
sites near Paracas on the 
coast of Peru. For beauty and 
skill of workmanship it and 
others taken from the area 
compare favorably with more 
famous textiles from other 
parts of the world. 

Before coming to I^ns An¬ 
geles nearly four years ago. 
to actually work on the Para¬ 
cas mantle. Mrs. Reeves had 
been a free-lance textile con- 
servetnr in New York. She 
explained, "Probably because 
the monetary value is less 
than that of rare paintings 
and sculptures, tc.xtfles have 
been neglected. But textiles 
are an important part of our 
cultural and artistic heritage. 
They mirror man’s cultural, 
artistic, economic, and reli¬ 
gious history." 

From the description of the 
375 hours Mrs. Reeves spent 
on this particular Paracas 
textile, you can see it wasn’t 
negleoted. And even to a non- 
artistic layman the work 
sounds interesting; 

"My first job was to study 
it. Carefully. IhoughtfuUy. 
The repetitive design of 
borders and fringe. Ihe kind 
of embroidery stitch. The de¬ 
viations in the sizes of the 
various motifs.** 


Alter the study, the restor¬ 
ing begins, painstaking new 
stitch^ that support the origi¬ 
nal ones. 

The museum washes away 
many of the tapestries. Says 
Mrs. Reeves: "Dust, which 
has infiltrated, can also be 
removed by very gentle va¬ 
cuuming. It is a very delicate 
procedure to clean the fragile 
textiles." 

The Paracas mantle, ac¬ 
cording to its restorer, was 
clean when placed in the fu¬ 
neral bundle and was "pro¬ 
tected from moisture, light, 
and air and so escaped total 
disintegration." 

Another project brought to 
Mrs. Reeves was a collection 
of costumes from the Diaghi- 
lev Ballet. These were bought 
at auction at Sotheby’s in 
London by the Los Angeles 
County Museum of Art. 
Among the 29 costumes were 
some designed by Matisse, 
Goncharovg. and Bakst. 

"They were in miserable 
condition;" said Mrs. Reeves. 
"But they were fascinating?" 

Last September Mrs. 
Reeves was sent by the muse¬ 
um to Europe to investigate 
and consider techniques used 
in various conservation de¬ 
partments. In London, ahe vi¬ 
sited the Victoria and Albert 
Musieum and the British Mu- 
.seum.

Victoria council failed to 
givt an opponent to a rezon¬ 
ing aippilcatlon a "real and ef¬ 
fective opportunity to be 
heard** in opposition before it 
finally passed the bylaw, it 
was argued in the B.C. Court 
of Appeal Wednesday. 

The opponent was Bay Vil¬ 
lage Developments, which is 
appealing a decision by Mr. 
Justice Peter Seaton of B.C. 
Supreme Court which ruled 
that the zoning bylaw was 
valid. 

The bylaw rezoned property 
at the northwest comer of 
Menzies and Simcoe, across 
the street from the proposed , 
Urge Bay Village shopping 
centre-commercial project, 
from high-density residential 
to limited commercial use. 

Lawyer J. J. Gow. appear¬ 
ing on behalf of Bay Village 
Developments, said that in 
May, 1971, a public hearing 
was held on the rez<ming at 
which time Bay Village Dev¬ 
elopments opposed it 

Immediately after the pub¬ 
lic hearing council voted 
against passing the rezoning 
change. 

But on June 10, 1971, at an¬ 
other council meeting, council 
heard a presentation on be¬ 
half of the developer, and af¬ 
terwards reconsidered and 
passed the bylaw. 

Bay Village’s pre.sldent 
.Tohn Mare and Its lawyer Ian 
.Stewart were present at the 
<ouncil meeting, but to deal 
with an application of their 
own. not with the rezonlng 
across the sb'eet. There was 
some question as to whether 
Stewart remained for the en¬ 
tire meeting after his own 
business was finished. 

Gow argued that in passing 
a zoning bylaw governing one 
piece of property only and 
brought forward by an Indi- 
\idual owner, council was act¬ 
ing not in a purely legislative 
way but in a qua.si-iudicial 
way. 


If this was so, he said, then 
council was bound by the 
principles of natural justice 
which meant that opponents 
of the rezoning must be given 
"a real and effective opportu¬ 
nity to be heard."^ 

This opportunity ha(^ not 
been given, he said, because 
"no clear or reasonable no¬ 
tice" of the further hearing 
had been given. Council could 
re-gonsider a lost bylaw with¬ 
out giving such notice, but 
could not hear extra repre¬ 
sentations, he argued. 

The fait that represent¬ 
atives of Bay Village had 
been present at the hearing 
by chance did not change the 


situation, he said, because 
they had not had time to pre¬ 
pare an adequate case for the 
new hearing. 

If a breach of natural jus¬ 
tice was committed, then Sea- 
* ton did not have any discre¬ 
tion in deciding whether the 
bylaw was valid or not; it 
must be declared invalid. 
Gow said. 

Seaton had ruled that al¬ 
though an irregularity had 
been committed, it had not 
been sufficient to invalidate^ 
the zoning change.

Billions for Clean 


WASHINGTON (AP)^ — 

overrode President 
Nixon’s veto Wednesday and 
enacted a $24.6-biUion water 
pnlliitlnn control bill aimed at 
cleaning up the United States 
waterways by 1985. 

The Hfiuse of Represent¬ 
ative voted 247 to 23 to over¬ 
ride Nixon’s strongly-worded 
veto message after the Senate 
had voted S2 to 12 to override 
it. 

Ilie bill contains authority 
for hinds for the Great Lakes 
cleanup agreement signed in 
t Ottawa in April by Nixon and 
Prime Minister Ti^eau. 

Nix<m. who had asked for $6 
billion fa^water pollution con¬ 
trol, called the bill a budget- 
wrecker and said those who 
supported it were voting to 


Congress Overrides Nixon 


Increase the likelihood of 
higher taxes. 

But 94 Republicans In the 
House, including Minority 
Leader Gerald Ford of Michi¬ 
gan. joined 153 Democrats in 
rebuffing Nixon. 

Only 14 Republicans, six of 
whoiu.are not seeking re-elec¬ 
tion, and nine Democrats 
voted to sustain the veto. 

The new law authorizes $18 
billion over the next three 
years in grants to states and 
municipalities to pay 75 per 
cent the cost of building 
sewajfe and waste treatment 
plant!^ 

It also calls for strict limits 
on industrial discharges- into 


inland and coastal waters. By 
July 1, 1977, plants will have 
to meet limits based on the 
’’best practicable tec^mo- 
logy,”' and by 1983 limits 
based on the “best avaU^tile 
technology.” 

By 1985 all pollution is sup¬ 
posed to be eliminated from 
the country’s rivers, lakes, 
streams and coastal waters. 

Representative Robert 
Jones (Dem. ~ Ala.), who 
presented the bill to the 
House and urged that the veto 
be overridden, said both 
Congress and the pre.sirient 
know the program will be 
costly. 

’’But we also know that the 


people are" prepared to pay 
the price of this undertaking, 
provided they are given a pro-, 
gram that will restore and 
preserve the waters on which 
our future depends,” Jones 
said. 

The program also autho¬ 
rizes funds for loans to small 
businesses to help thecn oump- 
ly with the law. payments to 
municipalities that built sew¬ 
age treatment plants under an 
earlier program and for anti- 
pollution research. 

All sums In the law are 
merely authorizations, howev¬ 
er. They set the maximum 
amounts that can be spent 
and actual funds will have to 


be provided In separate ap¬ 
propriations legislation. 

Nixrm, anticipating, in his 
veto message that he would 
be ov’eiTidden, \'owed to line 
his authority over spending 
lohold down expenditures 
under the program as much 
as he can.

ness. 

The thing to remember Is that your 
ahnibs, when you buy them, aia only 
babies. It is passible, of ooutse, to buy 
large and mature shnibs, but theta ocat 
the eaith, for It is otodoui tbs nur- 
•eryman must get a lot mort money for 
a apeoimen widch has taken seven 
yean to raise than for a two-yeapold. 
Moreover, young planti are much more 
likely to survive the strain oE trans¬ 
planting than the oldsten. 

When these little fellows, planted too 
closely, start to put on height and girth, 
they find themselvec living under ever- 
crowded conditions which a welfare 
state would never tolerate for humans. 
Their habit of growth beoomse dbtarted 
to such on extent the chareeteristic 
beauty of form la lost completely, and 
unless cooditions are corrected, the 
plants are ruined.

this season o< the year with little or no 
setback. So, if your shrub border it 
beginnini to look o v ergro w n and 
oongeetad, better get cracking and 
spread them out a bit 

I wmddn’t say tbate la any one abso¬ 
lutely correct way to transplant a 
shrub, tor there an almoet aa many 
(Ufleient methods as there are gai^ 
deners. I have known identy of fo^ 
who simply dig a bolt In the ground and 
bung in their plants any old way, and 
often with oomplets tnccaas, but the el- 
ementof chance plays a pc<^ big part 
when such slap^toah metboA are uoed. 

Ibers are several little tricks of the 
trade vmich can ba employed in trans¬ 
planting to increase your plant's 
chances of survival. One at the more 
obvious at these is to condition the soil 
in tha planting site to make It more 
congenial to the roots. HTiether the nat¬ 
ural soil Is sandy, gritty, gravelly or 
heavy with sticky clay, peat moss wiQ 
chani^ ila texture for the better, mak¬ 
ing it more likely to Induce the rapid 
re-estahKihment of tha roots. 

Whenever a plant is dug up, it is in¬ 
evitable (bat many ot the fine root hairs 
are broken. TTie trick is to lose a few as 
poaslble ot these predous root hdrs in 
the move, then to create conditions 
under which new hairs form quickly. 
Obviously, the bigger the lump of soil 
you take up around the roots when you 


lift a plant, tha tower root haltt an 
lost

whldi have the affect of stimulating

Another exoeilent tnneplaiiting sola- 
tkn U DixnnJteid's Vitamin B-L about 
tour dn^ per gallon ot water, wUle • 
third Is a proprietory chemical called 
Transplantone. 

Another problem In fall transplant¬ 
ing to the Ices ot molstun by traiupln- 
ticn through the leaf pores during the 
period when crippled roots an unable 
to take up mototure in normal quantities. 
One simple way to to prune the newly 
transplanted tree or ahrab nther dras¬ 
tically, so leas leaf surface to avalUhla 
for transpintion. 

Another way is to spray the fdlaga 
with WUt-Pruf, a Uquld plastic that 
coats and seals the surface ot the leef, 
thereby preventing loea of moistun. 
This to especially needed on ever g reens, 
which retain their moisture - losing fo¬ 
liage all winter.

Bureaucratic gymnaatici In¬ 
volving Jetliners and special 
couriers, cabled meaaagea 
and secret tallies are required 
by ItTO chengee In the federal 
clectnnl law. 

P\>r Ihs tint time, federal 
e iupto yliee posted abroad, and 
their dependents 18 and over, 
can vote In a federal election 
while away from home. Pre- 
vioualy, the right to vote out¬ 
side cinada was limited to 
members of the armed forces 
and their spouees. 

Another change since the 
last federal election in 1968 
widens the range of eligible 
voters In the armed lervicee 
poll abroad. Any over-lS de¬ 
pendent of a serviceman — 
not Just his wife — can vote. 

The revised eyatem also 
means that the poU of public 
servants abroad — diplomats, 
trade envoys and the like — 
and the armed forcei ballots 
collected outside Canada will 
be counted In with home-front 
constituency vote totals on 
election night.

WINGHAM, Ont. (UPI) — 
Prim* Minister Trudeau In¬ 
dicated Wednesday there 
could be amendments to the 
Unesm)loyment Insurance Act 
when Parliament reconvenes 
after the Oct. 30 federal elec¬ 
tion. 

On an open line Revision 
show In this small Ontario 
town, a resident complained to 
Trudeau the present scheme 
was too liberal. It was a com¬ 
plaint the prime minister had 
heard several times Wednes¬ 
day. 

Charles Thomas, the lAer- 
al Incumbent in the Huron 
riding, appeared on tt»e talk 
show ^vith Trudeau and said 
there was one change he 
would like to see made in the 
heavily-criticized scheme. 

Thomas said he felt persems 
receiving unemployment In¬ 
surance benefits should be 
permitted to accept tempo¬ 
rary .jobs such as fririt picking 
without penalty. He said this 
would fill positions “so des¬ 
perately needed" by agricul¬ 
tural employers. 

"I’m sure there will be a lot 
of amendments propt^ed to 
the Unemployment insurance 
Art because there has been a 
lot of talking about it during 
the campaign,” Trudeau said. 


Tories Push 
Consumer 
Protection 

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
Progressive Conservative 
party released policy papers 
Wednesday on consumer pro¬ 
tection and the cost of living. 

The 1,100-word statement on 
the cost of living reiterated 
previously-announced policy, 
stating that a Progressive 
servative government would 
apply temporary price and 
wage controls if nee'esstu^y. 

'The 500-word statement on 
consumer protection called 
for the strengthening of the 
Consumer Council of Canada 
"so that it becomes a major 
advisory link between govern¬ 
ment and the public.'* 

The paper said a Conserva¬ 
tive government would make 
all council reports public.

VANCOUVER (CP)—Health 
Minister Dennis Cbcke said 
Wednesday the B.C. govern¬ 
ment will pay $1,800,000 to 
B.C. hospitals to offset costs 
Incurred through wage in¬ 
creases to non-medical staff. 

He made the announcement 
at the annual conference of 
the B.C. Hospitals Associa¬ 
tion. referring to the last con- 
tracd agreement in 1970 be¬ 
tween the association and the 
Hospital Employees Union. 
The previHis Social Credit 
government said It would pay 
only 70 per cent of the in¬ 
creased costs, leaving the hos¬ 
pitals to carry the remaining 
30 per cent. 

"The hospital insurance ser¬ 
vice has been authorized to 
increase hospital budgets for 
the current year to cover one- 
half of the 30-per-cent wage 
increases that be retroac¬

Gahriola Ferry Fumbles

Wednesday) the Denman 
(^ueen Is in<’hing along in 
heavy fog. already 20 minutes 
overdue on the .l^-mile run to 
Nanaimo from Gabrlola Is¬ 
land. There has been one en¬ 


gine breakdown so far and the 
passengers are beginning tp 
wonder if they will ever see 
land again. 

Not that delays are unex¬ 
pected. f)n Tuesday, the cain 
tain locked himself out of the 
wheeihouse and last week 
someone forgot to untie the 
Queen mid she would have 
dragged most of the Gabriola 
slip with her if the steel cable 
had not snapped. 

But this time, all seOmed 
well. The ferry left promptly 
at 7 a.m., all lines were free. 


and the captain was safely on 
the bridge. 

Once clear of the slip, how¬ 
ever it was apparent immedi¬ 
ately that things were only 
half all well. 

The starboard engine 
wasn't working. With no rud¬ 
der, steering the Queen with 
only the iK>rt engine was like 
trying to row a boat with one 
fi.xed oar. 

So it was back to Gabrlola, 
a quick repair job on a stuck 
propeller, and back to sea 


again. Then came a second 
obstacle — fog. 

The Denman Queen* slowed 
to a crawl. At what might 
loosely be desi-ribed as the 
bow. a deckhand stood with 
ears cocked and eyes ahead. 

The radar sets, unfortu* 
nately. require abiut 15 min¬ 
utes to warm up and be tuned 
in. Since the average crossing 
is about 20 to 25 minutes, this 
means the radar is working 
well just as the ferry reaches 
the (Nanaimo) inner harbor. 


The compasses? It turns out 
that they consistently give dif¬ 
ferent readings. 

One passenger remarked: 
"Maybe the whole lot should 
he traded in for a g{K>d lead 
and line." 

Not such a bad idea. When 
the ferry emerged from the 
dense mantle of grey, she was 
500 yards off course, heading 
for the harbor mud flats.

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R.A.V.E.N. Swoops Dtown 
To Better Indians’ Lot

QUAUCUM BEACH — A 
haby lay dyinfi in an Isolated 
Vancouver Island community. 

A radio call was madt <mi the 
H.A.V.E.N. network and a 
rescue plane came to pick up 
the stricken infant and took 
him to hospital where his life 
was saved. 

A Band of Indians wanted 
information about educational 
opportunities so they sent a 
request to RAVEN’S base sta¬ 
tion on the Qualicum Reserve, 

40 miles north of Nanaimo. 
Executive Director Chief Bud 
Recalma. sent out one of the 
or$;;anization’8 videtotapes cm 
the subject. . 

R.A.V.E.N. is the brainchild 
of a group of B.C. Indians. 
Planning commenced in 1968 
and the first radio links went 
into operation in 1970. 
R.*A.V.E.N. stands for Radio 
and Visual Educational Net¬ 
work, is run by B.C. Indians 
for the benefit of Indians. 

Radio Links 

R.A.V.E.N. has several 
functions as its name in¬ 
dicates. Its main aim is to 
provide radio links between 
isolated Indian communities 
and the more populous areas. 
Often radio is the only link 
with the outside world. At 
present there are 36 radios in 
use in the wesrem section of 
the province. Nine more 
radios will soon be in opera¬ 
tion. and in all approximately 
20.000 people will benefit by 
the service. 

When time and money 
allow, links will be extended 
up into the Yukon and the 
McKen/ie district oflhe North 
W’est Territories, then dowm 
the eastern portion of B.C. 

^ R.A.V.E.N. has N-ideotaiJe 
equipment ' with which it 
records meetings and other 
events of interest to Indians. 
Two hundred tapes have been 
made showing ways of up dat¬ 
ing education, abuse of drugs 
and alcohol, economic devel¬ 
opment and many other sub¬ 
jects. 

Tapes Played 

Ta|)cs are played back on a 
jiiachine which is easily con¬ 
nected to an oitlinary hon^e 
TV set. The ta{>c8 record both 
pictures and sound. 

The Society is building up a 
cultural and historical Indian 
library using color movies 
and slides. 

An offset printing press has 
been purchased and it can re¬ 
produce both i)ictures and 
print. It is being used pri¬ 
marily for educational mate¬ 
rial which is distributed 
among the Indians. 

At present R.A.V.E.N.’s 
chief work is with the radio 
links and increasing the 
number of radio stations. The 
area l)eing covered is divid¬ 
ed into districts of which 
there are presently six lying 
between Victoria and the 
Nass Valley north of Terrace. 

Each district has a number 
of radio .stations in isolated 
communities plus a radio sub¬ 
base in a more populcas area. 
If help is needed quickly a 
call can he put'into the sub- 
base which is located on a 
reserve near a hospital. In¬ 
dian Affairs (iffice and schools 
etc. 

Sub Bases 

Sub-base radios have been 
located at Cape Mudge near 
Campbell River, Bella Goola. 
Prince Rupert, Kitsumkalen 
north of Terrace and in North 
Vancouver. RAVEN plans to 
install a" radio in Port Albernl 
this month and possibly in the 
near future in the Nanaimo 
area also. 

The Pwt Albemi radio will 
be in the Indian Cultural Hall 
and will be the sub-base for 
(he West Coast of Vancouver 
Island. At times children who' 
have come to the city to at¬ 
tend school will be able to use 
the radio to talk with their 
parents back home. 

An advantage of the sub- 
bases is that they eliminate 
the need for a large expensive 
to operate provincial office to 
co-ordinate and administer 
RAVEN'S activity. Each dis¬ 
trict is practically au¬ 
tonomous but they are linked 
together with the base station 
at Qualicum. 

In time of sickness and 
accident. RAVEN can be lifc- 
.saving. Each community has 
a person trained in first aid 
who cart put in a call to a sub- 
base. The radio operator 
there phones a doctor and 
relays information back and 
forth between the doctor and 
the first aider. 

The relay system has 
serious drawbacks and it 
would be a great advantage 
for the doctors to speak di- 
rerlly to the person adminis- 
lering the first aid* 
R.A.V.E.N. has been granted 
the first licence in Canada to 
o|>erate a phone patch. 

The phone patch will enable 
the radio operator to (connect 
the radio to the phone 
bling the doctor to speak 
direct. The equipment for 
making the connection Is 
being custom-built and som^e 
technical problems have yet 
to be solved. 

Mobile Unit 

The phone patch will be in¬ 
stalled at the base station In 
OMaiirum. The base station l.s 
in Chief Recalma's home and 
he has s ^iw^ile unit in his 


car. He an<f his wife ensure 
that somebody is always with¬ 
in hearing distance of the 
radio» 24 hours a day. seven 
days a week, in case eiVter- 
gency calls oomc in. 

AHhoogh the R.A.V.E.N. 
network is open and any of 
the Indian bands who are 
hooked onto the system can 
listen, the society has made a 
policy of not making public 
the names of Individuals or 
bands utilizing the system for 
personal or emergency use. 

Four Radios 

Th* R.A.V.E.N. Society ha« 
four single side band radios at 
the base station, working on 
low, medium and high ranges. 
Any of the 36 stations present¬ 
ly in operation can be In con¬ 
tact with each other. Radio 
conferences can be set up by 
linking various stations via 
the base station. 

The transceiver radio units 
plus antenna and batteries 
where necessary cost approxi¬ 
mately 32,000 and communi¬ 
ties receiving them pay half 
this cost. The balance comes 
from R.A.V.E.N.’s funds. 
About 50 per cent of the 
radios are Marconi and the 
rest were manufactured by 
Traeger which is an Austra¬ 
lian firm. The latter are a lit¬ 
tle less expensive and are the 
first to be imported into Cana¬ 
da. 

75-Foot Tower 

All the radios have an an¬ 
tenna for each channel. Chief 
Recalma was able to procure 
discarded Canadian overseas 
telecommunications towers 
which are constructed of steel 
tubes. He has a TS-foot tower 
l}ehind his house. If it was 
any higher it would have to 
have lights so that it would 
not be a hazard to planes. 
Towers were sent in sections 
to some Indian communities 
and others use poles or high 
trees to support the antennas. 

R.A.V.E.N. works in co¬ 
operation with other organiza¬ 
tions including churches. For 
instance the United Church 
nussion boat Thomas Barsby 
has delivered equipment to 
Indian village.s up the coast. 
R.A.V.E.N. worits closely 
with the civil defence on res¬ 
cue operation.s and has set up 
a first-aid training program in 
Victoria. R.A.V.E.N. is also 
working with the provincial 
fire marshal to organize a 
firefighting course. Indians 
will attend the courses when 
things have been finalized. 

Mortality High 

R.A.V.E.N. is working to 
improve the appalling living 
conditions of some Indians in 
the remote areas. Groups of 
doctors are concerned about 
the residents' health and the 
high infant mortality rate. 
Chief Recalma has met with 
doctors In B.C. and he to¬ 
gether with his wife were In¬ 
vited to attend the 1970 con¬ 
vention of the B.C. College of 
Physicians and Surgeons. The 


doctors will (xyoptrate In try¬ 
ing’ to improve the health 
standards of Indians. Chief 
Recalma has also been in con¬ 
tact with various government 
departments conoemed wittt 
health and plans are under 
way to make video tapes 
which will be of an education¬ 
al nature in the area of 
health. 

Provides Service 

R.A.V.E.N. now hu $160,000 
worth of equipment. Money 
has come from many sources. 
Several foundatl<ms including 
that of Crown Zellerbach 
(Canada) have contributed. 
The World Council of 
Churches is very interested In 
R.A.V.E.N. and has promised 
financial assistance in the fu¬ 
ture. Several Indian bands 
have put In 50 per cant of the 
cost of radio or video equip¬ 
ment for their villages. 
R.A.V.E.N. It registered as a 
charity so donations are tax 
deductible and can be sent to 
Chief Recalma at RR1, Quali- 
cum Beach. 

Last year the secretary of 
state gave some funds for ad¬ 
ministration. Chief Recalma 
said the government should 
pick up administration costs 
because R.A.V.E.N. is provid¬ 
ing a service that should be 
provided by the government. 

Visitors Come 

The board of directors is de- ' 
termined to see either the sec¬ 
retary of state or the depart¬ 
ment of communications take 
over the financial burden of i| 
operation. An application was 
made to the secretary of state 
in February and is still being 
considered. 

Government representatives 
from other provinces visit the 
R.A.V.E.N. society base sta- _ 
Won in Qualicum to leam how 
the network operates. Mrs. 
Recalma, R.A.V.E.N.*! secre- | 
tary-treasurer, said that she 
and her huslMnd, who is a 
commercial fisherman, are so 
busy that they have very little 
time to act as consultants. 

Some assistance has been 
received from the Opportuni- || 
ties for Youth pmgram. Last | 
year five students worked in 
their own villages making t| 
sound recordings and black 
and white pictures for the li¬ 
brary. This year 12 students 
manned radio stations under 
the direction of councils in the 
various districts. 

OFY Grant 

R.A.V.E.N. ha.s a board of 
six directors who are all In- i| 
dians. Senator Guj^ R. Wil- || 
Uam.s is the ' chairman. 
R.A.V.E.N.’s president is 
George Clutesi, who is 
famous Indian author and 
artist of the Tseshaht band. 

He received an honorary doc¬ 
torate of law degree from the 
University of Victoria in 1971. 

R.A.V.E.N.’s secretary- 
treasurer has just received 
word that a grant is forthcom¬ 
ing from the secretary of 
state.

A security officer for The 
Bay testified that McCrae. put 
a large bundle of recordings 
under his coat at about 4:40 
p.m. and added that McCrae 
“adopted a threatening atti¬ 
tude" when stopped in his 
car. 

Macintyre said he had not 
opposed McCrae's release 
Monday because McCrae had 
a record of only one minor of¬ 
fence since 1067. 

He said he regretted his de¬ 
cision, and "the contempt 
with which he (McCrae) 
treats the leniency given by 
this court is absolutely as¬ 
tounding." 

Before imposing sentence. 
Ostler added: "It is difficult 
1 0 imagine more con- 
tumaceous behavior."

China 

Tour 


If the Chinese government 
agrees to grant visas, a party 
of 15 students and faculty 
memliers from the University 
of Victoria will spend a montii 
next summer touring China. 

The tour is being sponsored 
jointly by UVic geography de¬ 
partment and tlie Pacific Stu¬ 
dies program. 

Idea of the tour was devel- 
•oped by professors Bryan 
Farrell and Hong Kong-bom 
David Cheun-Yan I.Ai. Last 
year Lai was invited to spend 
the summer touring China at 
the request of the Chinese 
govemTnent. He is a specialist 
in the Industrial geography of 
China. 

Farrell said Tuesday that 
the Chinese embassy in Otta¬ 
wa “has been most helpful all 
along, but there has been 
plenty of paper work." 

Detailed forms must be 
completed by each visa appli¬ 
cant about national status, 
whether there are any rela¬ 
tives living in Oiina and if sa 
their names and addresses. 

Farrell said there had been 
a few minor complicaticms be¬ 
cause some of the people in¬ 
terested in the tour had Cana¬ 
dian passports and some had 
U.S. passports. 

A number of C!anadian-bon» 
Chinese students have applied 
to make the trip, but Farrell 
and Lai won’t know exactly 
how many i>eople are interest¬ 
ed until applications close at 
tJie enc^of the month. 

Total cost of the month-long 
trip, including all ti'anspor- 
tation, meals and accommo¬ 
dation, is expected to be 
under $1,300 each. Farrell 
said he would welcome any 
members of the community 
who wanted to make the tour. 

Altliough the tour is planned 
for next summer, early appli¬ 
cation is necessary as all cor¬ 
respondence is conducted in 
Chinese and the applications 
are vetted by both the Chi 
nese embassy in Ottawa and 
the Chinese government. 

The party w'ill fly to Hong 
Kong and spend time there 
before ti'aveUing by train to 
Canton. Tentative plans call 
for visits to a number of 
major Chinese industrial 
centres and also to the caoital 
Peking. 

On the return joumey the 
party will spend a few extra 
days in Hong Kong before fly- 
ing home.

Bilingualism Failing 


MONTREAL (CP) - U 
Devoir says a study d<me by 
the federal treasury board 
shows the Trudeau govern¬ 
ment’s bilingualism policies 
are Inefficient and insuf¬ 
ficient. 

In a front-page copyright 
story, the daily newspaper 
says the study recommends 
the policies be urgently re- 

V 


formed, integrated and beefed 
up If the government really 
wants to set up an adequately 
bilingual public service. 

Le Devoir says the recom¬ 
mendations are based on 17 
independe n t stucUes carried 
out at the request of a bilin¬ 
gualism study group set up on 
orders from the cabinet by 
the treasury board. 

The government spent $54 
million between 1966 and 1971 


to teach second languages, 
the newspaper says, but of 
22,807 civil servants taking 
French or English courses, 
only 8.1 per cent or 1,851 com¬ 
pleted the three or four levels 
necessary to be classed as bi¬ 
lingual. 

The newspaper says it has 
sent a coT9 of the report and 
accompanjdng studies to 
Keith Spicer, official lan¬ 


guages commissioner, asking 
him to make a compliant 
under the Official Languages 
Act. 

The newspaper says the re* 
port calls the government’s 
bilingualism policy "too weak 
and timid at the moment." 

It quotes die report as say¬ 
ing the 1975 target date for 
the Trudeau government’s bi¬ 
lingualism policy cannot be 


attained If the present tenden¬ 
cies continue. 

Le Devoir says the repMt 
praises the secretary of 
state’s department for its con¬ 
tribution "In promoting indi¬ 
vidual bilingualism" but the 
department’s accomplish¬ 
ments In hiring are limited to 
isolated cases.

In his maiden speech as an 
MLA for Victoria in the 
throne speech debate, Ander¬ 
son was highly critical of Pre¬ 
mier Barrett , for "ill-con¬ 
ceived and ill-thought" state¬ 
ments about nationalization of 
several corporations.

Engine Fails, Radar Out, Gimpassfe Wrong 

Gabriola Ferry Fumbles

SOMEWHERE IN NANAI¬ 
MO HARBOR (CP) - It’s a 
strange place to originate a 
story, but as Gabriola Island 
feny passengers know only 
too well — anything is possi¬ 
ble. 

At this moment (7:45 a.m. 
Wednesday) the Denman 
Queen is inching along in 
heavy fog, already 20 minutes 
overdue -on the 34-nnle run to 
Nanaimo from Gabriola Is¬ 
land. There has been one en 


gine breakdown so far and the 
passengers are beginning to 
wonder if they will ever see 
land again. 

Not that delays are unex¬ 
pected. On Tuesday, the cap¬ 
tain locked himself out of the 
wheelhouse and last week 
someone forgot, to untie the 
Queen and she would have 
dragged most of the Gabriola 
slip with her if the steel cable 
had not snapped. 

But this time, all seemed 
well. The ferry left promptly 
a^ 7 a.m., all lines were free, 


and the captain was safely on 
the bridge. 

Once clear of the slip, how¬ 
ever, it was apparent immedi¬ 
ately that things were only 
half all Hvell. 

The starboard engine 
wasn't working. With no rud¬ 
der, steering the Queen with 
only the port engine was like 
trying to row a boat with one 
fixed oar. , 

So it was back to Gabriola, 
a quick repair job on a stuck 
propeller, and back to sea 


again. 'Then came a second 
obstacle — fog. 

The Denman.Queen slowed 
to a crawl. At what might 
loosely be described as the 
bow, a deckhand stood with 
ears cocked and eyes ahead. 

The radar sets, unfortu¬ 
nately, require about 35 min¬ 
utes to warm up and be tuned 
in. Since the average crossing 
is about 20 to 25 minutes, this 
means the radar is working 
well just as the ferry reaches 
the (Nanaimo) inner harbor. 


The compasses? It turns out 
that they consistently give dif¬ 
ferent readings. 

One pastenger remarked: 
"Maybe the whole lot should 
be traded in for a good lead 
and line." 

Not such a bad idea. When 
the ferry emerged from the 
dense mantle of grey, .she was 
500 yards off course, heading 
for the harbor mud flats. 

The barge-sha|>ed Queen fi¬ 
nally made it to the Nanaimo 
slip at 8:15, almost an hour 
late.

TORONTO (CP) — Im¬ 
migration officials took 121 
visitors from Ecuador and 
Haiti off a Montreal-bound 
flight at Toronto International 
Airport Tuesday night.

Prwcupation In preparing 
car Insurance legislation for 
the spring session /^ the !■«- 
gislature has made Strachan 
a hard man to catch in his 
four weeks as highways mii^^ 
ister. 

Perhaps the best time has 
been on Saturdays, when he 
will often be found in his of¬ 
fice fighting to keep up with 
correspondence and other 
chores too often submerged 
by car insurance business. 


Even selecting a name for 
the scheme sets him thinking. 

“Perhaps we’ll follow Mani¬ 
toba and name our scheme 
Autopac. Then again maybe 
we’U go for something distinc¬ 
tive such as Autosure/' he 
muses out loud. 

There Is also the question of 
whether the B.C. government 
car ineurance acheme ehould 
be compulsory. 

Compulsion 

He becomes slightly edgy at 
attempts to pin him down on 
the compulsion, but then set¬ 
tles for an explanation that he 
hasn’t yet made up his mind.

Conservative Donald Munro 
has a word for it — “scandal¬ 
ous.” 

Liberal Louis Lindholm 
says the men and ships of the 
Pacific Maritime Command 
are doing more than people 
seem to realize. 

New Democrat Roger Smith 
thinks the defence setup 
should be overhauled to place 
the emphasis entirely on such 
duties as peacekeeping and 
policing of fishing limits. 

To Socred John Tisdalle, a 
nation such as Canada must 
never let its defences sag. 

The four men — ceuididates

Davis Ordered to Sign Bylaw 


North Saanich Mayor Tre¬ 
vor Davis has been ordered in 
a B.C. Supreme Court ruling 
to sign his municipality’s con¬ 
troversial bylaw creating the 
Kingswood development area. 

The order came in a judg¬ 
ment from Mr. Justice R. A. 
Wootton granting develi^r 
Geoffrey Ellis a writ of man¬ 
damus compelling Davis to 
sign the bylaw. 

He has refused to sign It 
since the North Saanich coun¬ 
cil approved it last July. 

Davie was out of when 
the judgment was handed 
down Wednesday and acting 
mayor Aid. Paul Grieve was 
not available lor comment. 

The bylaw would designate 
about 350 acres in North 
Saanich a development area.. 
Ellis has planned a develop¬ 
ment Involving more than 30Q 
homes and an tft-hole golf 
course for the area. 

In a seven-page written 
judgment, Mr. Justice R. A. 
Wootton found the provision! 
of the B.C. Municipal Act to. 


be “specific In such a situa¬ 
tion as this. The mayor is 
obliged (by a section of the 
act) to sign the bylaw.” 

In a hearing Sept. 19, Ron¬ 
ald Cook, counsel for Davis, 
had argued that North Saan¬ 
ich council had exceeded its 
jurisdiction in passing the 
bylaw In the first place be¬ 
cause it hadn’t followed all 
the requirements of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Act. 

Wootton said, however, that 
“I find no illegality evidenced 
here, but merely a division of 
opinion on the part of 
members of council and, of 
course,"such differennees have 
been resolved by the majority 
vote in the passing of the 
bylaw.” 

He noted that because each 
council member had taken an 
oath “that I will faithfully 
perform the duties of my of¬ 
fice,” there must be “a pre¬ 
sumption that the mayor and 
council have performed, their 
duty honestly and to the best 
of their ability.” - 


Wootton also dealt with the 
question of who should pay 
court costs for the proceeding, 
and ruled that he would make 
no order as to costa. Ihis 
means each of the three par¬ 
ties involved (Ellis, Davis, 
and North Saanich municipal¬ 
ity) will pay its own costs. 

“The actions of the mayor 
have caused this application 
to be riwde,” Wootton wrote, 
“but the reading of his af¬ 
fidavit and that of Aid. Grieve 


indicates that the attitudes of 
these two members of council 
at least were most sincere 
and prompted by their con¬ 
cern for the best interests of 
the municipality.” 

The bylaw was given its 
third and final reading and 
adoption on June 5, and was 
affirmed again by council on 
July 4, after Davis had re¬ 
quested council reconsider the 
bylaw. 


of any nation that intends to 
carry its weight in a treaty 
organization such as NORAD, 
he says.

"This would mean that In¬ 
stead of cutting down, there 
would be a large Investment 
in personnel for the armed 
forces," Smith said. 


Wootton noted that Davis 
was presiding at the meeting 
at which the bylaw was final¬ 
ly adopted, and at that time 
“no question was raised of Ir¬ 
regularity of proceedings, and 
I must therefore conclude that 
the bylaw was re^larly 
passed and adopted in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions’* of 
the Municipal Act.
